Reference  is  made  to  Auditor's  Report  of  1862,  page  39,  and 
1861,  pages  23  and  62,  and  to  City  and  County  Attorney's  Re- 
port on  City  Litigation,  (S.  W.  Holladay's,)  June  30, 1861,  for 
particular  and  extended  remarks  as  to  this  debt. 

The  estimate  of  this  debt  per  Auditor's  report  of  last  year, 
was  $1,304,000,  since  which  10  per  cent,  interest  on  principal 
has  added  to  it  about  $120,000,  and  the  Seale  judgment  has 
been  affirmed  for  somewhat  more  than  the  amount  estimated. 
The  debt  is  probably  not  far  from  $1,450,000,  and  is  every  year 
accumulating  at  the  rate  of  about  $120,000.  It  is  high  time 
that  the  culpable  neglect  of  former  years  was  repaired,  and 
some  definite  course  resolved  upon  as  to  this  growing  incubus.

In  the  foregoing  table  the  anticipated  Revenues  and  Expendi 
tures  for  twelve  months  to  come  are  as  carefully  and  accurately 
computed  as  they  possibly  can  be,  where  so  much  of  the  data 
is  conjectural ;  much  of  the  material  is  necessarily  but  a  series 
of  good  guesses.  It  is  impossible  to  know  what  the  Assessment 
Roll,  incomplete  until  September  14th  next,  will  foot  up,  and 
how  much  of  it  will  be  collectable,  and  it  is  doubtful  what  the 
revenues  will  be  from  licenses,  harbor-dues,  fines,  etc.,  and  as 
to  expenditures  it  is  quite  problematical  what  will  be  used 
of  the  sums  allowed  by  law;  however,  the  statistics  are  the 
best  that  can  be  presented,  and  it  will  be  remarkable  if  the  re- 
sults turn  out  as  near  to  the  calculations  as  proved  to  be  the 
case  with  the  last  two  annual  reports ;  in  these  the  Auditor's 
tables  showed  very  clearly  that  a  very  large  surplus  would  be 
accumulated,  and  a  large  reduction  of  taxes  was  strenuously 
advocated — see  reports  1861-'62,  pages  55  to  62,  and  1862-63, 
page  78.  The  results  for  both  years  have  very  closely  corres- 
ponded with  the  estimates  and  predictions.  As  far  as  possible 
this  surplusage  should  be  avoided,  and  it  is  even  better  that 
there  should  be  for  a  month  or  two  a  deficiency  than  a  surplus. 
Hoarding  money  in  a  community  which  pays  like  this  a  high 
rate  of  interest,  should  be  carefully  guarded  against. 

The  great  difficulty  in  the  way  of  making  estimates  to  fix  the 
tax  levy  is  this:  The  Consolidation  Act  requires  the  levy  to  be 
made  in  May,  and  the  Revenue  Law  requires  the  Assessment 
Roll  to  be  completed  and  added  up  in  September,  four  months 
subsequently,  and  it  is  impossible  in  May  to  know  what  our 
voluminous  tax  list  will  foot  up.  The  Auditor  has  repeatedly 
called  attention  to  this,  and  recommended  a  change  in  the  law. 
The  frequent  change  of  Assessors,  Auditors,  and  Finance  Com- 
mittees, bringing  new  men  to  tasks  with  which  they  either  are 
unfamiliar  or  have  different  views  from  their  predecessors,  is 
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also  a  bar  to  close  and  accurate  financial  estimates,  or  property 
values.  In  fixing  the  levy  in  May  last,  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  consultation  with  the  Auditor, 
endeavored  to  absorb  the  surplus,  and  the  rate  of  levy  was  thus 
much  reduced.  The  calculations  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  now 
made,  (June  30,  1863,)  indicate  that  this  levy  was  not  far  from 
correct.  The  foregoing  table  shows  an  anticipated  surplus  next 
June  30th,  of  $204,687  24,  but  of  this  $129,860  77  will  be 
Sinking  Funds,  which  can  never  be  taken  into  account  in  re- 
duction of  taxes,  as  they  are  raised  by  law  for  the  benefit  of 
bond  holders,  and  simply  accumulate  (eventually  to  pay  bonds) 
because  at  present  bonds  are  not  brought  forward  for  redemp- 
tion— deducting  the  Sinking  Funds,  the  surplus  will  be  but 
$74,826  47,  and  this  surplus  does  not  arise  from  the  tax  levy 
on  property;  on  the  contrary  the  General  Fund  will  be  deficient 
$75,375  04,  according  to  the  table.  It  chiefly  arises  from

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Thus  the  levy  determined  on  in  May  seems,  now  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year,  to  have  been  about  correct.  Neverthe- 
less a  larger  expenditure  than  that  set  down  as  probable,  will 
bring  us  short  of,  or  a  larger  tax  roll  than  the  Assessor  expects, 
or  the  Tax  Collector  thinks  he  will  be  able  to  collect  upon,  will 
bring  us  over,  the  estimate  in  results. 

Earnest  attention  is  called  to  the  largely  and  progressively 
increasing  expenditures,  which  should  be  checked.  While  the 
Auditor  is  sure  that  the  administration  of  every  department  of 
the  City  and  County  finances  is  characterized  by  strict  integ- 
rity, he  cannot  avoid  suggesting  that  a  closer  economy  and 
scrutiny  should  be  applied  in  many  cases  by  the  several  com- 
mittees of  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  and  Education.

Fee  Fund  ;  I  have  not  therefore  thought  it  advis- 
le  to  present  the  claim. 
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Of  the  amount  of  five  per  centage  collected  from  delinquents, 
$14,119  73  was  paid  for  the  benefit  of  the  City  and  County, 
and  $9,380  82  for  the  benefit  of  the  State.  The  amount 
derived  to  the  City  from  this  source,  less  the  excess  of  expend- 
itures above  the  receipts  of  the  office,  above  stated,  constitutes 
a  net  revenue  to  the  City  and  County  from  the  collection  of 
taxes  of  $13,067  64,  free  of  all  commissions  or  charges  of  any 
character  whatever,  while  the  amount  paid  to  the  State  exceeds 
the  amount  of  commissions  paid  by  her  on  collections  by 
$2,306  84. 

POLL    TAXES. 

By  an  amendment  of  the  revenue  laws  the  collection  of  Poll 
Taxes  has  been  transferred  from  the  Assessor's  to  this  depart- 
ment. The  collections  of  State  Poll  Tax  up  to  the  date  of  this 
report,  amounted  as  hereinbefore  stated,  to  $16,150.  Of  the 
State  Military  Poll  Tax,  imposed  by  the  last  Legislature,  I  was 
not  furnished  the  necessary  receipts  in  time  to  make  collections 
and  returns  previous  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  but  I  have 
reason  to  believe  that  the  payments  of  this  tax  will  equal  if  not 
exceed  the  amount  collected  of  the  State  Poll  Tax.  As  the 
Deputy  Collectors  of  the  Poll  Taxes  and  all  expenses  of  collec- 
tion are  paid  out  of  the  fees  allowed  the  Collector,  I  have 
omitted  these  items  from  the  statement  given  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  office. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  deem  it  proper  to  state  that  there 
are  numerous  and  serious  defects  in  the  revenue  laws  as  appli- 
cable to  this  City  and  County,  in  relation  to  the  assessment  and 
collection  of  taxes  ;  as  amendments  hastily  procured  by  the 
heads  of  different  departments  frequently  conflict  and  fail  to 
accomplish  the  objects  designed.  I  would  respectfully  suggest 
that  your  honorable  body  appoint  a  competent  commissioner, 
who  shall  confer  with  the  municipal  officers  and  prepare  the  re- 
quisite amendments,  which  may  be  presented  to  the  Legislature 
with  your  approval.

The  Board  of  Equalization  struck  from  the  Assessment  Roll 
all  that  class  of  property  assessed  to  corporations  as  "  capital 
stock,"  on  the  ground  that  it  should  have  been  assessed  to 
individual  owners.  I  have,  therefore,  assessed  the  amount  of 
capital  stock  so  listed  to  the  individual  owners  as  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  find  them,  which  assessment  will  appear  in  the 
Supplemental  Assessment  Roll;  but  a  great  part  of  said  stock 
will  escape  assessment,  as  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  all  the 
stockholders. 

If,  therefore,  the  capital  stock  of  incorporated  companies  is  to 
be  assessed  to  the  individual  owners,  (instead  of  the  company 
direct),  it  is  important  that  there  should  be  some  definite  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law  to  ascertain  the  names  of  the  stockhold- 
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ers,  their  places  of  residence,  and  the  amount  of  stock  held  by 
each  member  of  the  company. 

The  Board  of  Equalization  that  has  just  concluded  its  labors 
on  the  personal  property  assessment  roll,  have  exercised  more 
the  duties  of  Assessors  than  a  Board  of  Equalization  for  the 
correction  of  errors,  and  the  same  can  be  said  in  relation  to 
their  action  on  the  real  estate  list.  If  this  course  is  continued, 
tax-payers  will  find  it  more  to  their  interest  to  fix  their  assess- 
ments with  the  Board  of  Equalization  than  with  the  Assessor. 

In  these  remarks  I  do  not  wish  to  be  misunderstood,  as  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  as  now  composed  can- 
not be  expected  to  give  their  attention  and  time  to  equalizing 
the  Assessment  Eoll  that  is  justly  required. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  are  very  laborious, 
and  the  Board  should  be  composed  of  men  familiar  with  the 
business  they  are  called  upon  to  do,  who  should  receive  pay  for 
their  services,  and  be  required  to  give  their  whole  time  and 
attention  to  the  work  during  the  time  prescribed  by  law  for 
hearing  the  complaints  of  parties  assessed.  The  Assessor 
should  be  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  parties  assessed  should 
have  the  right  of  appeal  from  the  Board  of  Equalization  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

As  I  am  about  retiring  from  office,  and  as  it  appears  to  be  a 
foregone  conclusion,  that  the  grave  error  of  locking  up  in  the 
City  Vaults  a  large  surplus  of  money  is  attributable  to  this 
department,  and  consequently  to  me,  it  is  proper  for  me  to  say, 
that  I  have,  when  called  upon  by  the  committee  whose  duty  it 
was  to  fix  the  rate  of  taxes,  for  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
the  assessment  roll,  given  them  the  information  they  desired  as 
a  basis  on  which  to  make  their  calculations.  And  the  result  of 
the  collections  by  the  Tax  Collector  show  that  there  was 
no  important  error  in  the  estimate — and  could  not  by  any  pos- 
sible way  of  reckoning,  have  been  the  cause  of  the  surplus 
money  in  the  City  Treasury.

reater  the  coming  year,  in  consequence  of  the  completion  of 
scnger  accommodations  upon  the  various  thoroughfares 
ding  to  the  suburbs  of  our  growing  city.

By  the  authority  given  me  by  a  Resolution  of  your  honor- 
able Board,  I  have  had  and  have  now  in  hand  a  number  of  the 
old  Books  of  Record,  re-copied,  as  also  some  of  the  papers  on 
tile,  many  of  which  it  is  almost  impossible  to  decipher. 

Having  found  it  necessary  to  make  some  changes  in  the 
workings  of  my  department,  and  more  particularly  having 
experienced  much  trouble  and  inconvenience  from  parties  call- 
ing the  second  and  sometimes  the  third  time,  and  the  fact  of 
many  parties,  unauthorized,  coming  for  various  documents  left 
for  record,  I  adopted  the  plan  of  giving  a  receipt  for  every 
instrument  recorded,  requiring  the  return  of  said  receipt  upon 
delivery  of  the  document,  and  have  found  it  to  work  admirably, 
being  not  only  a  saving  of  much  time,  but  of  a  vast  amount  of 
unnecessary  trouble,  as  many  parties  would  forget  the  nature 
of  the  documents,  the  length  of  time  left,  and  even  the 
names  of  the  parties  in  interest.  By  the  adoption  of  this  plan 
none  but  the  holder  of  the  receipt  can  get  the  papers  required. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I  took  occasion  to  express  a  hope 
that  the  Legislature  would  make  some  provision  for  the  in- 
creasing wants  of  our  citizens  by  affording  a  more  suitable  and 
commodious  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  increasing 
number  of  persons  whose  business  is  mostly  at  the  Hall  of 
Records  :  fortunately  the  Legislature  took  the  matter  in  hand, 
seeing  its  absolute  necessity,  and  authorized  the  sale  of  the 
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present  building  and  the  pure-base  of  another  more  suitable  for 
our  requirements,  and  it  now  only  remains  for  your  honorable 
Board  to  carry  out  the  intentions  of  the  Act.  The  building 
should  be  detached  entirely  from  every  other,  and  preeminently 
fire  and  burglar  proof. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  measure  recommended  by 
me,  and  approved  by  your  Board,  in  reference  to  having  printed 
forms  used  for  copying  deeds  and  mortgages,  did  not  meet  the 
approval  of  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session,  as,  in  my  opin- 
ion, it  would  have  increased  the  facilities  of  my  office,  and 
have  entailed  much  less  expense  both  in  the  cost  of  recording 
and  the  price  of  the  books.

The 
value  of  the  estates  upon  which  administration  has  commenced 
within  the  past  year,  is  estimated  at  near  one  and  a  half  millions 
of  dollars. 

COUNTY  COURT. 

The  business  of  this  Court  has  kept  steady  pace  with  the 
general  advancement  of  the  city  during  the  past  year.  The 
Laws  made  pursuant  to  the  recent  amendments  to  the  State 
Constitution,  conferring  upon  the  County  Court  jurisdiction  in 
all  causes  for  the  recovery  of  sums  under  $300,  and  giving  to  it 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  proceedings  in  Insolvency,  will  greatly 
enhance  the  importance  of  this  Court  so  soon  as  they  shall  go 
into  effect.

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POLICE    UNIFORM. 

During  the  past  year  all  the  regular  officers  on  duty  have 
been  required  to  wear  uniform  as  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  it  has  worked  well,  and  as 
tlie  number  of  men  may  be  increased  it  will  be  found  more 
advantageous  still. 

POLICE    DRILL. 

I  have  also  inaugurated  a  system  of  military  drill,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  most  approved  system  now -in  use  in  the  United 
States  service  ;  this  has  been  done  at  a  very  slight  expense  to 
the  city.  The  "  San  Francisco  Guards  "  have  generously  per- 
mitted us  the  use  of  their  large  armory  without  any  charge, 
and  the  gentlemen  composing  the  company  have  in  many  ways 
facilitated  the  object  I  had  in  view,  namely,  the  formation  of 
the  Police  into  a  drilled  force  that  can  be  promptly  assembled 
in  case  of  riot  or  other  emergency. 

The  men  are  now  becoming  acquainted  with  the  required 
manoeuvres,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  all  the  best  men  in  the 
department  gladly  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  afforded 
to  become  perfect  in  drill.  We  have  eighty  stand  of  the  most 
improved  arms,  (the  Springfield  rifled  muskets  with  bayonets); 
for  these  the  city  is  indebted  to  Gen.  Wright,  who,  on  all  occa- 
sions, has  been  prompt  to  facilitate  the  operations  of  the  police, 
when  it  was  in  his  power  to  do  so. 

HARBOR    POLICE. 

In  relation  to  Harbor  Police  I  would  most  respectfully  sug- 
gest that  an  earnest  effort  should  be  made  during  the  next  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature,  to  ensure  the  appointment  of  eight  or 
ten  men  with  suitable  boats  for  police  duty  in  the  harbor. 
The  water  front  is  so  extensive,  and  so  many  wharves  and  build- 
ings extend  over  the  water,  that  it  is  surprising  that  we  are 
enabled  to  succeed  as  well  as  we  do  in  the  prevention  of  crime 
in  that  locality. 
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GAMBLING. 

In  the  matter  of  gambling  I  would  state  that  the  new  gamb- 
ling law  of  the  last  legislature  gives  no  additional  power  to  the 
police,  and  does  not  increase  the  penalty  in  case  of  conviction. 
I  had  supposed  that  a  law  would  be  passed  which  would  con- 
fer the  same  power  on  the  police  as  they  have  in  Chicago  and 
other  cities,  namely,  that  a  police  officer  who  has  reasonable 
information,  or  believes  that  gambling  is  carried  on  in  any 
premises,  should  have  powrer  to  enter  said  premises,  by  force  if 
necessary,  and  arrest  all  those  who  should  oppose  his  entrance  ; 
but  this  was  thought  to  confer  too  much  power  upon  the 
officer,  and  the  old  law  was  re-enacted  with  the  former  penalty, 
of  not  more  than  one  thousand,  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars fine  upon  conviction. 

There  are  no  gambling  houses  existing  in  the  city  where  there 
are  not  guards  or  doorkeepers  stationed  to  prevent  the  entrance 
of  the  police,  and  in  some  of  them  in  addition  the  dealers  are 
concealed  by  masks,  wigs,  etc.,  in  such  a  way  that  it  is  impos- 
sible for  any  one  not  an  employee  of  the  place  to  swear  to  them. 

Every  facility  has  been  and  will  be  given  to  all  parties  who 
are  willing  or  have  it  in  their  power  to  swear  out  complaints 
against  parties  violating  the  gambling  law,  and  as  this  is  a  mat- 
ter of  great  public  importance  and  has  received  the  special 
attention  of  three  successive  grand  juries  of  this  county,  who 
have  fully  examined  into  the  subject,  arid  received  all  their  evi- 
dence under  oath,  I  embody  their  reports  so  far  as  they  relate 
to  this  matter,  as  throwing  the  greatest  light  upon  the  subject. 

REPORT  OF  GRAND  JURIES  ON  GAMBLING. 
Report   of    Grand   Jury,    Nov.    29,    1862.— (Extract.) 

The  subject  of  gambling,  which  was  especially  referred  to  by 
the  Court  in  its  charge  to  the  Grand  Jury,  has  received  their 
most  earnest  attention.  The  jury  found  that  this  great  public 
evil  was  even  more  wide-spread  than  they  were  led  to  believe 
from  the  suggestions  of  the  Court,  and  at  once  entered  upon  a 
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thorough  and  serious  investigation  of  it.  The  results  of  that 
investigation  will  be  found  in  the  several  indictments  for  gamb- 
ling, above  enumerated.  (Thirty-six.) 

The  Grand  Jury  regret  that  their  limited  time  prevented  a 
more  searching  and  critical  examination,  and  would  respectfully 
recommend  to  their  successors  a  further  pursuance  of  the  sub- 
ject. Gambling-houses  were  found  to  be  located  in  the  very 
heart  of  our  city,  and  on  most  of  our  principal  thoroughfares. 
In  some  of  these  establishments  the  business  has  been  conducted 
on  a  most  extended  scale,  with  numerous  gaming-tables,  a  large 
corps  of  employees  conducting  the  various  games,  and  a  crowded 
assemblage  of  deluded  victims. 

In  endeavoring  to  account  for  the  causes  which  have  pro- 
duced this  state  of  things,  and  the  remarkable  increase  in  the 
number  of  gambling-houses  during  the  past  year,  the  grand 
jury  are  led  to  believe  that  some  portion  of  the  evil  has  arisen 
from  the  inefficacy  of  the  existing  law  on  the  subject  of  gaming, 
and  they  would  respectfully  but  urgently  call  the  attention  of 
our  Senators  and  Representatives  at  the  coming  session  of  the 
State  Legislature,  to  this  matter  of  such  vast  importance  to  our 
community.  The  former  law  against  gaming,  and  which  was 
repealed  on  the  passage  of  the  present  statute,  was  a  most  strin- 
gent one — making  the  offense  a  felony,  and  punishable  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  State  Prison.  During  the  prevalence  of  that 
law,  gambling  was  confined  to  comparatively  prescribed  limits, 
and  was,  therefore,  much  less  of  a  public  evil  than  at  present. 

If  a  law  of  similar  character  could  be  re-enacted,  with  some 
necessary  and  judicious  amendments,  it  is  believed  that  the 
practice  of  public  gambling,  which,  perhaps,  may  never  be  en- 
tirely suppressed  by  legislation,  would  be  so  narrowed  down, 
and  driven  into  such  obscurity  as  to  very  materially  mitigate 
the  present  evil.  Prompt  and  energetic  action  should  be  taken 
by  each  succeeding  grand  jury,  and  an  additional  appropriation 
should  be  permitted,  if  necessary,  to  the  police  contingent  fund 
to  enable  the  police  department  to  take  such  steps  as  are  ne- 
cessary in  the  premises.  Every  good  citizen,  who  is  jealous  of 
10 
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the  fair  fame  of  our  beautiful  city,  should  earnestly  co-operate 
with  the  authorities  in  carrying  out  this  good  work,  by  render- 
ing such  information  as  they  may  become  possessed  of  as  to 
the  locality  of  gaming-houses  in  their  immediate  neighborhood, 
and  as  to  the  names  of  their  lessees,  proprietors,  employees  and 
visitants.  Gambling  is  a  vice  confined  to  no  particular  class  of 
the  community.  At  its  shrine  may  be  found  worshipers  from 
all  ranks  of  society.  It  is,  therefore,  a  matter  of  direct  interest 
to  every  citizen  that  the  evil  should,  if  possible,  be  eradicated. 

Every  merchant,  every  manufacturer,  every  banker,  every  em- 
ployer, every  head  of  a  family,  should  give  this  subject  their  deep 
and  serious  reflection,  and  should  do  all  in  their  power  to  assist 
the  authorities  in  suppressing  an  evil  which  is  insidiously  sap- 
ping the  very  foundations  of  our  social  system. 

The  Grand  Jury  have  been  materially  aided  by  the  Chief  of 
Police,  who  has  cheerfully  and  promptly  responded  to  all  their 
requirements. 

Report  of  Grand  Jury,  Jan.  30,  1863. — (Extract.) 

As  directed  in  the  charge  of  the  Court,  the  earnest  attention 
of  the  Grand  Jury  has  been  devoted  to  the  subject  of  Gambling, 
with  a  view  to  its  suppression.  The  number  of  true  bills  found 
against  persons  charged  with  this  offence  exhibits  the  alarming 
prevalence  of  this  evil  practice  in  our  community.  The  evi- 
dence sustaining  the  complaints  discloses  a  skillful  and  system- 
atic effort  to  set  the  laws  at  defiance.  Extraordinary  precau- 
tions have  been  taken  by  the  proprietors  of  the  gambling 
saloons  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  the  .officers  of  the  law.  The 
dealers  and  employees,  by  masks,  false-hair  and  other  contri- 
vances, are  so  disguised  that  when  arrested,  in  many  instances, 
their  victims  are  unable  to  recognize  them. 

Among  the  most  serious  crimes  which  have  occupied  the 
attention  of  this  Jury,  are  two  indictments  caused  by  losses  at 
the  gambling  table.  The  victim  in  this  case  was  a  warehouse 
porter,  enjoying  the  confidence  of  an  old  established  firm.  To 
pay  his  losses  at  the  gaming-table  he  robbed  his  employer,  and 
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to  conceal  the  continuous  abstractions  of  large  amounts,  he 
fired  the  warehouse. 

Other  instances  of  ruined  fortunes  and  reputations  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Grand  Jury,  and  it  has  become 
painfully  evident  that  unless  some  more  stringent  laws  are 
enacted  on  this  subject,  the  evil  will  increase.  The  proprietors 
of  buildings  in  which  prohibited  games  are  played,  are  liable, 
under  the  present  act,  to  heavy  fines  after  notice  that  their 
property  is  so  employed.  Many  had  been  notified  before  the 
assembling  of  this  body,  and  a  mass  of  evidence  has  been  taken, 
which,  with  the  recorded  evidence  of  the  ownership  of  the 
buildings  in  which  gambling  is  carried  on, .will  enable  our  suc- 
cessors to  reach  parties  amenable  to  this  complaint.  The 
attention  of  the  next  Grand  Jury  is  earnestly  invoked  to  this 
subject;  this  being  a  short  term,  want  of  time  to  obtain  from 
the  County  Records  evidence  of  ownership  has  been  (to  the 
great  regret  of  the  Grand  Jury)  the  sole  cause  of  this  reference. 

In  this  matter  the  services  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  Dr.  Burke, 
deserve  high  commendation.  To  eradicate  an  evil,  however, 
having  so  many  votaries,  he  should  be  authorized  to  employ 
additional  detectives,  and  the  necessary  funds  should  be  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose. 

The  reports  of  previous  Grand  Juries  have  convinced  this 
body  that  the  law  now  in  force  is  very  defective.  The  profits 
of  gambling  are  sufficiently  large  to  form  a  fund  to  pay  the 
fines  of  those  who  are  convicted  under  it. 

Several  years  ago  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  drafted  a 
bill  which  became  a  law,  and  which  did  much  to  arrest  this  evil. 
The  Act  was  repealed  by  the  present  defective  statute,  and  this 
terrible  vice  is  now  active  among  us  in  all  its  degrading  influ- 
ences. In  view  of  these  facts,  the  Grand  Jury  would  recom- 
mend to  the  representatives  of  this  city  and  county  in  the 
Legislature,  to  have  the  previous  law  re-enacted,  with  any 
amendments  that  may  be  necessary  to  make  it  fully  effective ; 
and  would  further  recommend  that,  when  convictions  are  had 
inder  the  present  Act,  the  severest  penalty  be  inflicted. 
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Report  of  Grand  Jury,  March  28,  1863. — (Extract.) 

On  the  whole,  we  can  congratulate  our  city  on  the  thorough 
and  faithful  administration  by  its  officers  of  their  duty,  and  its 
general  prosperity,  with  one  -exception,  which  is — Gambling. 
This,  from  all  we  can  learn,  is  carried  on  to  almost  an  alarming 
extent ;  the  existing  laws  prevent  our  Police  from  arresting  it 
materially,  and  our  legislators  either  have  not  the  constitu- 
tional power,  or  disposition  to  enact  laws  necessary  to  enable 
our  Police  to  arrest  its  prosperity. 

UNCLAIMED  PROPERTY. 

In  my  report  a  year  ago,  I  suggested  the  propriety  of  pass- 
ing an  order  which  should  provide  for  the  proper  disposal  of 
unclaimed  property  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Property 
Clerk  ;  it  was,  however,  found  upon  examination  that  power 
to  pass  such  an  order  was  not  then  possessed  by  your  Board. 
This  defect  has  been  remedied  by  the  last  Legislature,  by. an 
Act  approved  April  25,  1863.  (See  Statutes  of  California, 
1863,  page  540.) 

SALE  THEREOF. 

I  have  therefore  drafted  an  order  which  I  think  will  be  just,. 
and  respectfully  ask  you  to  consider  the  same.  I  would  sug- 
gest that  the  same  disposition  be  made  of  the  proceeds  as  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  where  it  is  set  apart  as  a  fund  for  the 
support  of  officers  disabled  in  the  service  of  the  city. 

CHINESE  PROSTITUTES. 

In  relation  to  the  nuisance  of  Chinese  prostitutes  on  Jackson 
street,  I  have  transmitted  to  your  honorable  Board  an  order, 
which,  if  passed,  will  I  believe  greatly  remedy  the  evil. 

CONCEALED  WEAPONS. 

The  very  excellent  law  against  the  carrying  of  concealed 
deadly  weapons  has  been  and  will  be  strictly  enforced,  as  I 
sincerely  believe  it  will  lessen  materially  the  assaults  with 
deadly  weapons  which  have  been  so  frequent  amongst  us. 
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SANITARY  POLICE. 

I  would  suggest  that  steps  be  taken  at  the  next  session  of 
the  Legislature  to  have  a  Sanitary  Police  force,  whose  duty  it 
should  be  to  see  to  the  removal  of  all  sources  of  disease,  and 
who  should  be  empowered  by  statute  to  enter  at  reasonable 
hours  all  yards,  cellars,  stables  and  manufactories  where  refuse 
matter  accumulates. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  standard  of  health  in  our  city  could 
be  materially  improved  by  the  labors  of  such  a  body — properly 
organized  and  required  to  report  for  duty  the  same  as  other 
.officers.  Under  the  present  system,  one  man,  desirous  of  obey- 
ing the  laws  of  hygeine,  keeps  his  premises  clean,  attends  to 
their  sewerage,  and  allows  no  accumulation  of  refuse  matter 
^vhich  would  be  likely  to  originate  disease ;  while,  perhaps,  in 
the  same  block,  or  it  may  be  the  next  lot,  his  neighbor  may 
have  a  stable,  cellar,  or  outbuilding  in  such  a  condition  that  it 
generates  impure  gases  in  such  a  degree  as  to  cause  sickness 
in  the  whole  neighborhood. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  for  the  proper  protection  of  pub- 
lic interests,  the  police  force  should  consist  of  at  least  one 
patrolman  to  every  five  hundred  inhabitants. 

This  proportion  is  maintained  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn, 
where  the  force  consists  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and 
ninety  men — whereas  \ve  have  only  fifty  *nien — and  estimating 
the  population  at  one  hundred  thousand — and  I  have  no  doubt 
that  including  the  transient  residents,  we  have  at  least  that 
number — which  only  gives  us  one  man  for  each  two  thousand 
inhabitants  ;  whereas  we  ought  to  have  two  hundred  men,  to 
give  us  as  many  in  proportion  to  the  population,  as  they  have 
in  New  York. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  only  to 'say  that  our  city  enjoys  peace, 
quiet,  and  good  order  to  an  extent  perhaps  unequaled  in  any 
other  city  of  similar  numbers. 

The  members  of  the  police  are  men  of  good  character — old 
residents,  and  almost  all  heads  of  families — and  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  very  few  complaints  have  been  made  against  them.

The  greater  part  of  the  police  have  been  with  me  nearly  six 
years,  and  the  experience  of  the  older  officers  is  found  to  be  of 
the  greatest  advantage  in  the  performance  of  their  varied  and 
arduous  duties,  and  the  newly  appointed  officers  have  hitherto 
exhibited  a  laudable  desire  to  equal  and  excel  the  older  ones  in 
diligence  and  efficiency.

GENTLEMEN  :  Pursuant  to  Resolution,  No.  2,673,  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  June  22,  1863,  I  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report  of  the  litigation  in  which  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  is  now,  or  has  been,  interested  since  my  last 
report  of  date  July  28,  1862. 

Since  the  said  date  the  following  new  suits  have  been  com- 
menced : 

UNITED  STATES  CIRCUIT  COURT. 

David  Calderwood  v.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
.and  Solomon  Eckstein — No.  112. — This  was  a  suit  to  quiet 
title  to  50-vara  lot,  No.  1165.  The  City  claiming  no  title 
thereto,  a  disclaimer  was  filed  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  a 
decree  ordered  for  plaintiff. 

David  Calderwood  v.  The  City  and  County,  Marcus  Braly 
et  al. — No.  113. — Suit  to  quiet  title  to  50-vara  lot,  No.  1,155. 
Still  pending. 

David  Calderwood  v.  The  City  and  County,  James  Dunne  et 
al. — No.  111. — Suit  to  quiet  title  to  50-vara  lots,  Nos.  1101, 
1107,  1156,  and  the  east  half  of  50-vara  lot  1106.  The  City 
claiming  no  title  to  said  lots,  a  disclaimer  was  filed  and  decree 
ordered. 

David  Calderwood  v.  The  City  and  County,  Joseph  Gordon 
et  al. — No.  116. — Suit  to  quiet  title  to  lot  on  the  northeast 
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corner  of  Johnston   and  Howard  streets,  north  on   Johnston 
street  275  feet  by  275  feet  on  Howard.     Still  pending. 

TWELFTH  DISTRICT  COURT. 

Daniel  Rogers  et  al.  v.  The  City  and  County,  and  D.  W. 
Perley  et  al. — Suit  to  quiet  title  to  tract  of  land  known  as  the 
"Olds  Tract,"  near  "Sans  Souci."  This  suit  was  put  at  issue,  an 
answer  being  filed  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County,  and  the 
case  was  tried  by  the  Court.  After  the  hearing  of  the  case, 
the  Court  granted  a  decree  in  favor  of  plaintiffs  for  so  much 
only  of  said  tract  as  was  situated  within  the  line  of  the  Van 
Ness  ordinance. 

Jacob  Hahn  v.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. — Suit 
to  quiet  title  to  a  lot  of  land  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Tenth 
and  Mission  streets.  By  advice  and  consent  of  the  Mayor  and 
the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  dis- 
claimer was  filed. 

David  Calderwood  v.  The  City  and  County. — This  was  a  suit 
to  quiet  title  to  part  of  City  slip  lots,  Nos.  24  and  25.  It  was 
put  at  issue  by  the  answrer  filed  on  behalf  of  defendant,  and 
the  case,  several  months  thereafter,  was  dismissed  by  order  of 
the  Court. 

William  Greene  v.  The  City  and  County. — To  quiet  title  to 
lot  on  northeast  corne*  of  Mission  and  Potter  streets.  By 
direction  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Judiciary  Committee,  a  disclaimer 
was  filed. 

Robert  Sherwood  et  al.  v.  The  City  and  County. — This  suit 
was  brought  to  have  streets  37J  feet  wide  on  the  northeast 
and  southwest  sides  of  Columbia  Square,  and  jrunning  from 
Folsom  to  Harrison  streets,  declared  open ;  and  to  obtain  an 
injunction  against  the  defendant  from  closing  them  up.  An 
answer  was  filed,  the  suit  tried,  and  the  Court  decided  in  favor 
of  plaintiffs  on  the  ground  that  the  streets  had  there  been  here- 
tofore used,  and  recognized  upon  the  official  maps  of  the  City. 
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William  V.  Wells  v.  The  City  and  County.— To  quiet  title 
to  subdivision  3,  Block  214,  Western  Addition.  Upon  proper 
showing  and  authorization  a  disclaimer  was  filed. 

William  M.  Lent  v.  The  City  and  County. — This  suit  was 
brought  on  a  City  slip  judgment  in  favor  of  Francis  Wolga,  for 
$4,100  65,  and  interest  and  costs,  which  had  been  assigned 
to  plaintiff.  An  answrer  was  filed,  the  suit  tried,  and  a  finding 
and  judgment  entered  for  plaintiff.  A  motion  for  new  trial 
was  subsequently  made,  but  was  denied  by  the  Court.  This 
suit  is  embraced  in  the  settlement  recently  arranged  of  the  City 
slip  suits. 

The  People,  &c.,  ex  rel.  Henry  L.  Frank  v.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors. — An  application  for  mandamus,  to  compel  pay- 
ment of  the  "Scale  judgment"  for  $107,668  92,  which  had 
been  assigned  to  the  relator.  On  October  27,  1862,  an  alter- 
native mandate  issued.  In  November  an  answer  wras  filed, 
and  the  case  was  dismissed,  on  motion  of  the  relator.  Novem- 
ber 29th,  a  new  application  was  filed,  and  a  writ  issued.  The 
matter  wras  duly  contested,  and  in  January  the  Court  decided 
in  favor  of  the  defendants.  The  case  was  appealed  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  by  the  relator,  and  fully  argued  on  the  part  of 
the  City,  and  in  May  that  Court  reversed  the  decision  of  the 
Twelfth  District  Court,  and  ordered  a  peremptory  mandamus 
to  issue  as  prayed  for.  Upon  the  remittitur  being  filed,  notice  of 
motion  for  judgment  was  received,  and  a  peremptory  mandamus 
issued.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  failed  to  pay  the  judgment, 
or  make  provision  therefor,  alleging  as  a  reason,  under  advice  of 
counsel,  that  there  were  no  moneys  in  the  Treasury,  not  other- 
wise appropriated.  Proceedings  for  contempt  were  subse- 
quently taken  by  the  counsel  for  relator,  and,  after  full  argu- 
ment, the  Court  held  defendants  guilty  of  contempt,  but  sus- 
pended judgment  against  them  for  the  present.  As  this  case 
is  included  in  the  settlement  of  the  City  slip  cases,  the  pending 
litigation  may  now  be  considered  as  determined. 

Elizabeth  Paul  v.  The  City  and  County. — Suit  to  quiet  title 
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to  tract  of  land  in  "Visitacion  Valley,"  or  on  the  Eancho 
"Eincon  de  los  Salinas  y  Potrero  Viejo."  This  case  has  been 
put  at  issue  by  the  filing  of  an  answer,  and  stands  ready  for 
trial. 

Eobert  S.  Thompson  v.  E.  Fitzgerald,  admr.,  &c.,  and  The 
City  and  County  et  al. — To  .quiet  title  to  lots  51,  52,  22,  23, 
48,  26,  9,  54,  5,  15,  10,  11,  31,  19  and  40,  as  per  map  on 
record,  page  63  of  Book  of  Maps ;  being  subdivisions  of  Blocks 
292,  290,  288,  214,  213,  Western  Addition.  In  this  case  a 
disclaimer  has  been  refused,  and  the  case  put  at  issue  by  filing 
an  answer,  and  now  stands  ready  for  trial. 

D.  W.  Perley  v.  F.  A.  Hassey,  The  City  and  County  et  al.— 
To  quiet  title  to  a  large  tract  of  land  near  the  Mission.     This 
case  has  also  been  put  at  issue  by  filing  answer,  and  is  now 
ready  for  trial. 

Aurelius  A.  Buckingham  v.  Juan  E.  Gutierres,  The  City  and 
County  et  al. — To  quiet  title  to  part  of  50-vara  lot  No.  1297. 
The  City  claiming  no  title,  by  advice  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee  of  your  Board,  a  disclaimer  was  filed. 

Marie  V.  E.  Ternon  v.  The  City  and  County. — To  quiet  title 
to  part  of  50-vara  lot  No.  566.  By  direction  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Judiciary  Committee,  a  disclaimer  wras  filed. 

The  Pacific  Glass  Works  v.  C.  K.  Garrison,  The  City  and 
County  et  al. — To  quiet  title  to  tract  of  land  of  9.52  acres  on 
the  "  Potrero  Nuevo,"  westerly  from  "  Point  San  Quentin." 
This  is  not  yet  at  issue,  the  City  being  allowed  until  five'days 
after  notice  to  plead. 

John  Thompson  v.  The  City  and  County,  and  Commissioners 
of  the  Funded  Debt. — To  quiet  title  to  northerly  half  of  50- 
vara  lot  No.  1476.  At  issue,  answer  having  been  filed.  Case 
ready  for  trial.

Charles  H.  Killey  et  al  v.  John  Wilson,  The  City  and 
County  et  al. — No.  10,603. — To  quiet  title  to  Blocks  Nos.  264 
321,  and  50-vara  lot  No.  4,  in  Block  No.  320.  Same  condition 
as  last ;  for  trial. 

Mary  Ann  Eggleston,  &c.,  v.  The  City  and  County  et  al. — No. 
105,86.— To  quiet  title  to  northerly  half  of  Block  No.  105, 
Western  Addition.  Answer  filed,  cause  tried,  and  decree  or- 
dered for  plaintiff. 

Wheeler  N.  French  v.  H.  F.  Teschemacher  et  al. — Suit  to  en- 
enjoin  the  Board  of  Supervisors  from  issuing  City  Bonds  to  the 
"Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company,"  and  to  the  "Western 
Pacific  Railroad  Company,"  in  pursuance  of  the  vote  of  the

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fore  Judge  Sawyer,  at  chambers,  the  injunction  was  dissolved. 
Notice  of  appeal  has  been  given  by  plaintiff's  counsel,  from  the 
order  dissolving  the  injunction,  and  the  case  will  no  doubt  be 
for  trial  at  the  October  term  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  People  ex  rel.  Teschemacher  v.  Joseph  Galloway  et  al. — 
Suit  to  enjoin  defendants  from  capping  and  piling  land  be- 
tween Drumm,  Sacramento  and  Clay  streets,  and  the  deep  wa- 
ters of  the  Bay. — Complaint  filed,  and  temporary  injunction  is- 
sued. This  case  was  afterwards  discontinued  by  direction  of 
the  Mayor,  H.  F.  Teschemacher. 

Wildes  T.  Thompson  v.  J.  N.  Kierulff,  et  al.— Suit  to  quiet 
title  to  part^of  Block  20,  in  the  "  Mission  Addition." — At  issue, 
upon  answer  of  general  denial. 

Matthew  Delaney  v.  John  Wilson,  The  City  and  County 
et  al. — Suit  to  quiet  title  to  a  considerable  tract  of  land  lying 
north-westerly  of  the  Mission  Dolores,  and  commencing  at  an 
old  fence  on  the  southerly  line  of  Jackson  street,  224  feet  west- 
erly of  the  westerly  line  of  Gough  street ;  thence  north  8°  15'' 
east,  &c.,  &c.  Defendant,  City  and  County,  has  until  three 
days  after  notice  to  plead.  But  the  plaintiff's  Attorney  informs 
me  that  this  case  will  be  dismissed. 

The  People  ex  rel.  A.  H.  Reed  v.  The  Board  of  Supervisors. — 
Application  for  a  mandamus  to  compel  defendants  to  provide 
from  the  revenues  of  the  City  and  County,  for  the  payment  to 
relator  of  $28,710.50,  costs  and  interest,  as  due  on  a  judgment 
recovered  by  him,  in  this  Court,  April  8,  1861.  An  alternative 
mandamus  was  issued  as  prayed  for,  and  on  the  4th  of  Septem- 
ber the  matter  was  argued  in  reply  to  the  writ,  before  Judge 
McKune  of  the  Sixth  Judicial  District,  in  place  of  Judge  Saw- 
yer, who  declined  to  act,  because  he  had  been  of  counsel  in  the 
matter  in  controversy;  and  a  peremptory  mandamus  was  or- 
dered, but  has  not  as  yet  issued,  and  will  not  now,  as  this  case 
will  be  settled  with  the  other  City  Slip  cases. 

Henry  L.  Frank  v.  Henry  P.  Coon  et  al. — Suit  to  recover 
$150,000  damages  for  refusing  to  make  provision  for  payment 
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of  the  judgment  of  H.  W.  Seale  v.  City  &c.,  as  directed  by  the 
peremptory  mandamus  in  case  of  People  ex  rel.  Frank  v.  Board 
of  Supervisors.  This  suit  is  pending  upon  demurrer  to  the 
complaint,  but  the  case  upon  which  it  depends,  being  involved 
in  the  City  slip  settlement,  this  case  will  of  course  be  dismissed. 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  v.  R.  M.  Jessup  and  John 
S.  Ellis,  sheriff. — On  the  12th  day  of  August,  1863,  an  execu- 
tion was  issued  in  the  case  of  Jessup  v.  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, (a  City  slip  judgment,)  and  the  Sheriff  levied  upon  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  in  and  to 
three  thousand  shares  of  stock  of  the  San  Francisco  and  San 
Jose  Railroad  Company,  standing  on  the  books  of  said  company 
in  the  name  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  ad- 
vertised that  he  would  sell  the  same  on  the  22 d  of  August. 
This  suit  was  brought  to  obtain  an  injunction  to  restrain  defend- 
ants from  selling  the  above  mentioned  bonds.  The  complaint 
was  filed,  an  injunction  obtained,  and  the  sale  stopped.  The 
suit  now  stands  on  demurrer  to  the  complaints,  and  the  at- 
tempted sale  will  be  discontinued  upon  settlement  of  the  slip 
cases. 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  v.  Charles  D.  Carter  and 
John  S.  Ellis,  sheriff*. — An  execution  was  issued  on  the  1 1th 
of  August  last,  in  the  case  of  Carter  v.  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, (a  City  slip  judgment,)  and  in  pursuance  thereof  the 
Sheriff  levied  upon  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  in  and  to  some  eighty-nine  of  the  City  slip  lots, 
and  advertised  the  same  to  be  sold  on  the  4th  of  September, 
1863.  This  suit  was  brought  to  obtain  an  injunction  to  restrain 
defendants  from  selling  said  property  under  said  judgment  and 
execution.  The  complaint  was  filed,  injunction  obtained,  and 
sale  enjoined.  Nothing  has  since  been  done  in  the  case,  and  as 
the  sale  will  not  longer  be  attempted,  this  case  will  be  dis- 
missed. 

The  People  ex  rel.  E.  T.  Crane  v.  The  Board  of  Supervisors. — 
This  suit  is  similar  to  the  one  of  People,  &c.,  ex  rel.  Reed  v.  the 
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Supervisors.  An  alternative  mandamus  was  issued,  returnable 
August  1st,  1863,  to  compel  defendants  to  make  provision  from 
the  revenues  of  the  City  and  County,  for  the  payment  of  a  judg- 
ment recovered  by  relator  in  this  Court,  Aprils,  1861,  for  $29,- 
469.94,  or,  if  they  were  insufficient,  then  to  levy,  and  cause  to 
be  assessed  and  collected,  a  tax  for  that  purpose.  The  writ  was 
served  on  the  18th  of  July,  1863,  and  this  matter,  also,  was  ar- 
gued in  reply  to  the  writ,  before  Judge  McKune,  of  the  Sixth 
Judicial  District,  in  place  of  Judge  Sawyer,  who  declined  to 
act,  because  he  had  been  of  counsel  in  the  matter  in  controversy, 
and  a  peremptory  mandamus  was  ordered,  but  has  not  as  yet 
issued,  and  will  not  now,  as  this  case  will  also  be  settled  with 
the  other  slip  cases. 

FOURTH  DISTRICT  COURT. 

Edward  W.  Jones  v.  The  City  and  County. — Suit  to  quiet 
title  to  "  twenty-two  acres  and  three-tenths  of  an  acre,  more 
or  less,  known  as  Holt's  Ranch,"  lying  westerly  from  the  Mis- 
sion Dolores,  excepting  three  50-vara  lots  described  in  the  com- 
plaint. An  answer  was  filed,  and  after  the  case  was  tiied,  the 
Court,  upon  considering  the  proofs,  ordered  a  decree  to  be  en- 
tered for  plaintiff. 

Margaret  Galligan  et  al.  v.  The  City  and  County. — This  is 
an  action  to  recover  $15,000  damages  for  the  death  of  Charles 
Galligan,  husband  of  Margaret,  and  father  of  the  other  plain- 
tiffs, alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  falling  over  a  precipice  at 
intersection  of  Mason  and  California  streets.  Answer  has  been 
filed,  and  the  case  stands  for  trial. 

Felix  Brisac  v.  John  J.  Temple  et  al. — To  quiet  title  to  a 
piece  of  land  near  the  Race  Courses,  particularly  described  in 
the  complaint.  The  suit  is  at  issue  upon  answer. 

Henry  Cowell  v.  The  City  and  County. — To  quiet  title  to 
subdivisions  19,  20,  23  and  24,  of  Block  No.  25,  southwest 
corner  of  Guerrero  arid  Ridley  streets.  Case  at  issue  upon 

swer.

Moses  O'Connor  v.  City  and  County  et  al. — To  quiet  title  to 
lot  commencing  at  southeast  corner  of  Jones  and  O'Farrell 
streets ;  south  100  feet  6  inches,  east  60  feet,  south  22  feet, 
east  57  feet  6  inches,  north  60  feet,  west  7  feet,  north  62  feet 
6  inches,  west  110  feet  6  inches— part  of  50-vara  lot  No.  1062.

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REFUNDING  TAXES  ON  CONSIGNED  GOODS  PAID  UNDER  PROTEST. 

Under  the  revenue  act  of  1857,  a  large  amount  of  taxes  on 
consigned  goods  was  paid  under  protest  to  tax  collector  Hunt, 
by  J.  B.  Thomas,  Crosby  &  Dibblee,  Ross,  Dempster  &  Co.> 
Flint,  Peabody  <fc  Co.,  John  B.  Newton  &  Co.,  P.  H.  &  J.  S. 
Bacon,  Dickson,  DeWolf  &,  Co.,  and  White  &  Wilson.  The 
principles  involved  in  the  case  of  Crosby  &  Dibblee  v.  Wm. 
Y.  Patch,  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court,  at  the  July  term, 
1861,  were  similar  to  those  in  the  above  cases.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  therefore,  by  resolution  No.  2,032,  authorized  Mr. 
Hunt,  late  tax  collector,  to  refund  to  the  above  named  parties 
sums  of  money  by  them  respectively  paid  to  him,  under  pro- 
test, for  taxes  on  consigned  goods;  the  same  to  be  paid  under 
my  direction :  said  parties  to  furnish  affidavits  setting  forth  the 
facts,  and  that  the  respective  cases  were  similar  to  that  of 
Crosby  &  Dibblee  v.  Patch,  and  upon  condition  that  the  origi- 
nal sums  received  be  accepted,  without  interest  or  costs,  ac- 
cording to  the  agreement  entered  into  by  said  parties,  dated 
March  27,  1862.  In  accordance  with  this  resolution  and  agree- 
ment, Messrs.  Flint,  Peabody  &  Co.,  Ross,  Dempster  &  Co., 
(D.  L.  Ross  &  Co.,)  Crosby  &  Dibblee,  White  &  Wilson,  (for 
$180,^  part  of  their  claim,)  J.  B.  Thomas,  J.  B.  Newton  &  Co., 
F.  H.  &  J.  S.  Bacon,  and  Dickson,  DeWolf  &  Co.  presented  the 
affidavits  required,  and  their  claims  were  approved  by  me,  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Board.

The  following  Suits  which  were  undisposed  of  at  the  date  of  my  last 
report j  are  in  condition  following,  viz: 

The  case  of  The  City  and  County  v.  Job  G.  Lawton  et  al.,

The  case  of  the  People,  &c.,  ex  rel.  Burr  v.  Wm.  A.  Dana  et 
al.,  known  as  the  "  East  street  case,"  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  N. 
Holland,  as  special  counsel  for  the  City,  was  appealed  to  the 
Supreme  Court  by  defendants — the  decision  in  the  Twelfth  Dis- 
trict Court  having  been  in  favor  of  plaintiff,  and  a  new  trial 
denied.

Jos.  Clark  et  al.  v.  The  City  and  County. — Suit  to  quiet  title. 
At  issue  upon  answer. 
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James  R.  Deane  v.  City  and  County  et  al.,  Fourth  District 
Court,  No.  9,148. — Suit  to  quiet  title  to  lot  on  northeast  corner 
of  Wood  and  Folsom  streets.  Complaint  amended,  and  answer 
filed. 

Francis  F.  Wade  v.  The  City  and  County  et  al.,  Fourth  Dis- 
trict Court,  No.  9162. — Case  discontinued  as  to  defendant  City 
and  County. 

Barker  et  al  v.  Doane,  Sheriff,  Twelfth  District  Court,  No. 
9246. — This  case  has  been  handed  over  to  Messrs.  Whitcomb, 
Pringle  and  Felton,  as  stated  in  my  last  report,  who  were 
specially  retained  by  defendant.

— Suit  to  quiet  title  to  part  of  50-vara 
lot  No.  588.  Defendant  City  and  County  allowed  until  five 
days  after  notice  to  plead. 

A.  Roles  v.  E.  H.  Washburn,  Fourth  District  Court,  No. 
9039.— This  suit,  to  restrain  defendant  (Tax  Collector)  from 
selling  property  of  plaintiff  for  personal  property  tax,  was  tried 
in  the  District  Court,  and  judgment  ordered  for  defendant,  from 
which  judgment  plaintiff  gave  notice  of  appeal,  but  the  appeal 
has  not  been  prosecuted. 

Abel  Guy  v.  The  City  and  County,  Twelfth  District  Court, 
No.  9509. — Suit  to  quiet  title,  to  part  of  50-vara  lot  No.  353. 
on  Bush  street,  east  of  Mason.  It  was  brought  to  cure  a  tech- 
nical defect  in  an  Alcalde  grant.  Upon  thorough  examination 
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of  this  case  and  plaintiff's  title,  and  after  several  interviews 
with  the  Judiciary  Committee  in  regard  thereto,  it  was  consid- 
ered proper  to  make  no  defense,  and  plaintiff  was  allowed  to 
take  a  decree  quieting  his  title. 

Louis  E.  Ritter  v.  The  City  and  County,  Twelfth  District 
Court,  No.  6063. — Suit  for  $1,700  claimed  for  rent,  assigned  to 
plaintiff.  A  demurrer  to  .the  complaint  was  filed  and  sustained. 
Plaintiff  subsequently  moved  to  set  aside  the  order  sustaining 
the  demurrer,  or  for  leave  to  file  an  amended  complaint.  The 
motion  was  submitted  upon  briefs,  and  denied  by  the  Court. 

Felix  Argenti  v.  The  City  of  San  Francisco,  No.  3455,  Fourth 
District  Court. — This  suit  was  tried,  and  judgment  of  non-suit 
ordered.  Plaintiff  moved  for  a  new  trial,  which  was  denied. 
The  case  was  appealed,  and  has  been  argued  and  submitted, 
but  is  still  undetermined  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

CITY  SLIP  CASES. 

Since  my  last  report  the  injunction  cases  which  had  been  in- 
stituted for  the  purpose,  among  others,  of  restraining  execution 
sales,  under  slip  judgments  previously  obtained,  have  been  pre- 
sented in  various  aspects,  and  having  resulted  favorably  to  the 
City  in  the  Court  below ;  selected  cases  were  taken  by  the 
plaintiffs  to  the  Supreme  Court  upon  appeal,  and  the  judgments 
of  the  lower  Court  reversed,  leaving  the  original  judgments 
against  the  City  unrestrained. 

On  or  about  the  10th  day  of  November,  1862,  Messrs.  Dwi- 
nelle  &  Lake  were  retained  by  the  City  and  County  as  special 
counsel,  and  the  conduct  of  the  litigation  above  referred  to 
confided  to  them. 

The  Scale  judgment,  and  the  Argenti,  and  Lucas,  Turner  & 
Co.  judgments  were  also  embraced  in  this  retainer. 

The  litigation  in  the  shape  of  mandamus  proceedings,  under 
the  Scale  judgment,  assigned  to  Frank,  is  recent,  and  within 
the  observation  and  knowledge  of  the  present  members  of  your 
honorable  Board.  Any  attempt  to  approach  the  City  and 
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County  Treasury  by  any  other  means  than  the  machinery  pro- 
vided and  prescribed  by  the  Consolidation  Act  of  1856,  and  its^ 
amendments,  it  was  confidently  expected  could  be  successfully 
resisted. 

In  the  Seale  or  Frank  case,  an  alternative  mandamus  was 
argued  before  the  Twelfth  District  Court,  and  denied.  Upon 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  the  judgment  of  the  District 
Court  was  reversed,  and  a  peremptory  mandamus  ordered  to  be 
issued,  directing  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  ma^e  provision 
for  the  payment  of  this  judgment  out  of  any  unappropriated 
moneys  in  the  City  Treasury,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  money 
to  levy  a  tax  for  the  payment  of  the  judgment. 

Your  Honorable  Board  was  advised  by  the  counsel  of  the 
City  and  County,  that  the  moneys  in  the  Treasury  were  other- 
wise appropriated  By  law,  and  that  a  tax  could  not  legally  be 
enforced  except  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  and  at  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  the  annual  assessment  and  levy  for  State  and 
County  taxes. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors,  acting  accordingly,  were  cited  be- 
fore the  Twelfth  District  Court  in  proceedings  for  contempt, 
and  were  considered  and  determined  by  the  Court  to  be  in  con- 
tempt for  not  appropriating  money  in  the  Treasury  to  the  pay- 
meet  of  this  judgment,  or  levying  a  tax  immediately  for  that 
purpose. 

Meantime  similar  proceedings  under  other  judgments,  were 
instituted  to  compel  payment  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, and  were  pending  at  the  time  of  the  last  mentioned  de- 
cision of  the  Twelfth  District  Court. 

In  the  injunction  slip  cases  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  decided  as  above  mentioned,  several  questions  suggested  by 
the  counsel  for  the  City  and  County,  and  insisted  upon  as  en- 
titling the  defendants  to  a  review,  or  a  retrial  of  the  slip  cases, 
were  decided  adversely  to  the  city. 

Other  executions  were  also  issued  under  some  of  the  judg- 
ments, which  were  levied  upon  the  City  slip  property,  and 
upon  the  stock  of  the  City  in  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Jose 


: 

an 
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Railroad  Company,  arid  the  sales  were  restrained  by  injunctions 
which  are  still  pending. 

At  this  stage  of  the  litigation,  negotiations  were  renewed  for 
the  settlement,  by  compromise,  of  the  slip  cases  then  and  now 
in  final  judgment — the  Scale  or  Frank  case  to  be  included  in 
the  compromise.  The  special  counsel  of  the  City  had  commu- 
nicated to  the  Judiciary  Commrttee  of  your  honorable  Board, 
an  opinion  discouraging  further  attempts  to  procure  a  re- 
hearing, or  re-trial,  of  the  cases  in  judgment,  and  confining 
future  litigation  to  the  resistance  of  executions  of  the  judgments 
as  they  might  be  issued.  • 

Under  these  circumstances,  after  mature  consultation  by  the 
Mayor  with  myself  and  other  city  officers,  it  was  considered 
advisable  to  settle  the  cases  above  mentioned,  upon  the  terms 
contained  in  the  recent  order  of  your  honorable  Board. 

The  slip  cases  not  yet  in  final  judgment,  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Shafter,  are  in  the  condition  following  : 

Pimental  v.  The  City. — This  case  having  been  appealed  to 
the  Supreme  Court,  the  decision  of  the  Twelfth  District  Court 
was  reversed  and  a  new  trial  granted,  two  of  the  payments 
(amounting  to  about  fifty  per  cent.)  being  allowed  to  defend- 
ant as  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations.  The  new  trial  will 
be  as  to  the  other  instalments. 

The  cases  of  Satterlee  v.  The  City,  and  Macy,  admr.,  v.  The 
Same,  are  on  the  Supreme  Court  calendar  for  the  October  term. 

The  cases  of  Buckley  v.  The  City,  and  Hoff  v.  The  City, 
were  lately  tried  before  Mr.  Dwindle,  the  referee,  by  Mr. 
Shafter,  and  decided  adversely  to  the  City.  An  appeal  has 
been  taken,  and  the  cases  will  probably  be  submitted  to  the 
Supreme  Court  during  the  October  term  ensuing. 

Newhaus  v.  The  City ;  Herzo  v.  The  City ;  Des  Farges  v. 
he  City. — These  cases  were  tried  in  the  Fourth  District  Court, 
d  decided  in  favor  of  the  defendant.     The  plaintiffs   have 
appealed,  and  they  will  also  be  on  the  October  calendar  of  the 
Supreme  Court. 
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Partridge  v.  The  City ;  Ainsa  v.  The  City ;  Pragg  v.  The 
City,  are  in  the  same  condition  as  the  three  last  mentioned 
cases ;  but  in  the  cases  of  Pragg  and  Ainsa,  although  notice  of 
appeal  has  been  given,  no  bond  has  been  filed,  or  transcript 
ordered. 

Jas.  C.  Leighton,  exr.  of  Austin  v.  Garrison  et  al,  Twelfth 
District  Court,  No.  2434. — In  this  case,  on  October  13,  1862, 
Robt.  B.  Macy,  as  executor,  was  substituted  as  plaintiff  in  place 
of  Leighton,  deceased.  Nothing  has  since  been  done.  The 
case  has  not  yet  been  tried. 

The  sum  of  about  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  involved 
in  these  twelve  cases. 


Lucas,  Turner  &  Co.  v.  The  City  of  San  Francisco. — Since 
my  last  report  the  case  of  Zottman  v.  The  City  of  San  Francisco 
has  been  decided,  upon  principles,  it  is  thought,  much  more 
favorable  to  the  City  than  those  which  had  been  previously 
applied  to  similar  cases ;  and,  in  the  belief  that  the  case  of 
Lucas,  Turner  &  Co.  v.  The  City  might  be  reviewed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  as  it  stands,  and  the  same  principles  applied, 
the  case  was  appealed  after  announcement  of  the  decision  in 
the  Zottman  case,  and  is  now  pending  and  for  hearing  at  the 
October  term  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

• 
THE  PUEBLO  CASE. 

Messrs.  Sloan  and  Dwinelle  were  employed  as  special  coun- 
sel in  this  case  to  represent  the  City,  in  the  District  Court  of 
the  United  States,  upon  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Board 
of  Land  Commissioners  of  the  United  States  to  settle  land 
claims  in  California. 

Within  the  last  year  a  large  amount  of  documentary  evidence 
has  been  introduced  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  sustain  her 
claim  to  the  lands  of  the  former  Pueblo  ;  and  the  case  has  been 
submitted  to  the  District  Court.  The  brief  on  the  part  of  the 
City  has  been  prepared  with  great  care,  and  I  think  there  are 
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good  grounds  to  expect  a  termination  of  this  suit  favorable  to 

§*ue  claimant. 
WHARVES. 
The»  following  statement  indicates  the  present  condition  of 
e  City  wharves,  and  the  time  of  expiration  of  leases  of  wharves 
now  reverting  to  the  City  and  County  : 

On  the  first  of  October  a  formal  demand  of  possession  was 
made  by  the  Mayor  (whom  I  accompanied)  on  the  wharves, 
the  leases  of  which  expired  on  that  day;  and  a  similar  demand 
will  be  made  for  possession  of  Washington  street  wharf  on  the 
10th  instant. 

In  every  instance  the  persons  in  charge* of  the  respective 
wharves  demanded,  refused  to  yield  peaceable  possession,  gen- 
erally representing  themselves  as  agents  and  not  proprietors. 

For  want  'of  complete  returns  of  the  election  of  the  third 
member  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  under  the  Oulton  bill, 
of  1863,  organization  of  that  Board  has  not  yet  been  had,  but 
it  is  supposed  will  not  be  much  longer  deferred. 

His  Honor  the  Mayor  will  no  doubt  invite  your  attention  to 
this  matter  as  one  of  great  gravity  and  immediately  connected 
with  important  public  interests. 

Broadwray,  Pacific,  and  Market,  (California  merged  into  Mar- 
ket), are  under  control  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Funded 
Debt;  renewed  leases  terminate  in  1871.

In  presenting  the  foregoing  report,  I  have  omitted  all  men- 
tion of  the  current,  and,  in  many  instances,  important  questions 
which,  originating  in  the  various  departments  of  the  City  and 
County  government,  have  generally  come  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  Supervisors  or  the  appropriate  committees  of  the  Board, 
and  have  been  disposed  of  from  time  to  time  without  having 
assumed  the  form  of  litigation. 

Some  of  these  questions  have  arisen,  and  occasioned  much 
embarrassment,  upon  the  construction  of  the  revenue  laws — and 
especially  the  sections  relating  to  the  taxation  of  certain  kinds 
of  personal  property,  including  debts  secured  by  mortgage, 
capital  stock  of  incorporated  companies,  and  money  and  securi- 
ties held  by  companies  in  fiduciary  capacities. 

If  it  should  be  deemed  advisable  by  your  Honorable  Body 
to  invite  the  attention  of  our  representatives  to  these  subjects, 
I  will  with  great  cheerfulness  confer  with  the  District  Attor- 
ney and  Attorney  General,  who  are  especially  charged  with  the 
subject,  and  assist  the  delegation  in  proper  amendments  to  re- 
move the  embarrassments  now  surrounding  the  assessment 
and  collection  of  taxes  on  several  important  classes  of  personal 
property.

GENTLEMEN  :  In  accordance  with  the  Resolution  of  your 
honorable  Body,  I  beg  to  submit  my  report  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  past  year. 

FIRES. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  myself  to  be  able  to 
refer  to  the  very  limited  loss  by  fire  during  the  past  year.  I 
think  it  has  not  been  so  great  by  one-half  as  that  of  former 
years.  This  is  owing  entirely  to  the  determination  of  the 
members  of  the  Fire  Department  to  cany  out  the  purposes  of 
their  organization  with  credit  to  themselves ;  being  thus 
prompted  and  nourishing  a  strong  feeling  of  unity  and  fellowship 
towards  each  other,  encouraged  by  a  bountiful  supply  of  hydrants 
and  cisterns,  and  the  prompt  and  liberal  manner  in  which  your 
honorable  Body  have  at  at  all  times  responded  to  their  demands 
for  repairs,  &c.,  they  have  performed  miracles  in  their  sphere 
of  duty  that  will  ever  remain  to  their  credit  on  the  pages  of 
our  municipal  history. 

BELL  TOWER. 

I  am  gratified  in  being  able  to,  and  it  is  with  feelings  of 
pleasure  that  I  acknowledge  your  promptness  in  taking  this 
subject  under  serious  consideration.  No  person  or  persons  can 
fully  appreciate  how  much  the  same  is  needed  like  those  whose 
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duty  it  is  to  answer  its  call.  From  your  prompt  action  in  the 
matter  (as  soon  as  the  Legislature  vested  you  with  the  power), 
I  am  confident  that  our  citizens  will  soon  enjoy  this  much  re- 
quired source  of  protection,  and  the  Department  will  refer 
with  pleasure  to  the  liberal  manner  in  which  they  are  rewarded 
for  the  self-sacrificing  manner  in  which  they  perform  their  duty 
at  all  times. 

BADGES. 

I  regret  exceedingly  that  the  law  passed  by  the  Legislature 
two  years  ago,  providing  badges  for  the  Fire  Department,  was 
not  amended  at  the  last  session  in  such  a  manner  as  to  em- 
power your  honorable  Body  to  provide  the  same.  I  consider 
them  as  most  essential,  in  order  to  prevent  persons  not  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Department  from  assuming  the  garb  of  firemen 
for  the  purpose  of  plunder,  &c.  I  trust  you  will  give  this 
matter  your  earnest  consideration. 

GUNPOWDER. 

In  my  various  former  reports  I  called  the  attention  of  your 
honorable  Body  to  the  necessity  of  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
providing  how  much  and  in  what  manner  gunpowder  should 
be  kept.  Unless  some  law  is  passed  regulating  the  same,  there 
will  be  no  security  for  the  life  of  a  fireman  while  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty.  In  that  connection  I  would  renew  my 
former  recommendation,  viz.,  the  passage  of  a  law  confiscating 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Fire  Department  Charitable  or  Cemetery 
Fund,  all  over  a  certain  number  of  pounds,  to  be  regulated  by 
your  Board. 

EUREKA  HOSE  COMPANY. 

It  is  with  regret  I  notice  the  veto  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  the  ordinance  admitting  Eureka  Hose  Company  into  the  Fire 
Department.  I  consider  them  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  property  in  their  vicinity,  remote  as  it  is  from 
any  other  fire  company. 

UNPROTECTED  PROPERTY. 
Our  City  is  so  rapidly  extending  north,  south  and  west,  that, 
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for  the  protection  of  property,  a  number  of  cisterns  and  hy- 
drants are  required  in  Hayes'  Valley  and  vicinity.  Branch 
pipes  should  be  laid  and  hydrants  set  as  soon  as  possible. 

COMPANIES  RUNNING  ON  SIDEWALKS. 

An  ordinance  should  be  immediately  passed  by  your  honor- 
able Body,  prohibiting  companies  from  running  on  sidewalks, 
(unless  the  street  is  impassable).  It  is  a  practice  most  danger- 
ous to  both  property  and  pedestrians.  I  shall  strictly  enforce 
any  law  your  honorable  Body  think  proper  to  pass. 

CISTERNS. 

A  large  number  of  public  cisterns  are  in  bad  order,  and  re- 
quire repairing.  They  should  always  be  kept  in  repair,  in  case 
of  accident  to  the  water  works  or  reservoir  which  supply  the 
hydrants. 

HOSE. 

There  are  at  present  ten  thousand  feet  of  good  hose  in  the 
Department,  and  about  five  thousand  bad.

In  many  cases  of  fire  the  loss  occasioned  by  water  far  exceeded 
that  caused  by  fire;  owing  to  the  fact  of  it  occurring  in  stores, 
stocked  with  valuable  goods,  having  iron  doors  and  shutters, 
which  made  access  almost  impossible,  and  when  an  entrance 
could  be  gained  the  exact  location  of  the  fire  was  almost  impos- 
sible to  find,  making  it  necessary  to  deluge  the  places  with  wa- 
ter in  order  to  stop  the  same.  The  fires  in  question  occurring 
in  establishments  where  access  is  almost  impossible  without  a 
key,  and  at  times  when  they  are  closed,  compels  me  to  believe 
that  they  occur  from  some  other  cause  than  accident.  Insur- 
ance companies  should  strictly  enquire  into  the  origin  of  fires 
of  this  description  before  paying  damages  caused  by  water.

CITY  ENGINEERS'  REPORT. 


OFFICE  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CITY  ENGINEERS, 

San  Francisco,  July  29,  1863. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco : — 

GENTLEMEN  :  The  Board  of  Engineers  commenced  their  out- 
door work  on  the  22d  day  of  September,  1862,  and  from  that 
time  until  the  1st  day  of  June,  1S63,  the  following  work  has 
been  done : 

Levels  have  been  taken  over  the  entire  portion  of  the  city, 
known  as  the  "Western  Addition,"  included  between  Devisa- 
dera  street  on  the  west,  the  water  front  on  the  north,  Larkin 
street  on  the  east,  and  Market  and  Ridley  streets  on  the  south, 
a  distance  of  about  94  miles.  This  entire  portion  of  the  city 
has  also  been  accurately  measured  with  a  five-vara  pole,  equal  to 
13  feet  9  inches.  Profiles  have  also  been  made  of  this  portion 
as  far  north  as  California  street,  except  Van  'Ness  avenue  and 
one  or  two  other  streets,  which  are  completed  entirely  through. 
That  portion  of  the  city  known  as  the  "  50-vara  Survey,"  in- 
cluded between  Larkin  street  on  the  west,  the  water-front  on 
the  north  and  east,  and  Market  street  on  the  south,  has  been 
accurately  measured,  and  all  the  corners  of  the  streets  and 
prominent  buildings  accurately  located.  These  measurements 
embrace  a  distance  of  about  27  miles.  Over  that  portion  of 
the  city  known  as  the  "  100-vara  Survey,"  included  between 
Market  street  on  the  north,  the  water-front  on  the  east  and 
south,  and  Johnson  street  on  the  west,  accurate  measurements 
have  been  made  in  part.  The  re-survey  of  this  portion  of  the 
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city  is  not  yet  completed.  Over  that  portion  known  as  the 
"Mission  Survey,"  included  between  Ridley  and  Market  streets 
on  the  north,  Johnson  and  Channel  streets  on  the  east,  and  the 
charter  line  on  the  south,  levels  have  been  taken  in  part,  and 
profiles  made.  A  few  measurements  have  been  made  on  the 
Potrero  Nuevo,  and  levels  taken  and  profiles  made.  The  re- 
maining work  yet  to  be  done  on  the  re-survey  is  embraced 
within  the  last  three  mentioned  districts,  the  "  100,-vara  Sur- 
vey," the  "Mission  Survey"  and  the  "Potrero  Nuevo." 

Seventy-six  stone  monuments  have  been  accurately  located 
and  set  in  the  Western  Addition.  Thirty  stone  and  thirty-six 
iron  monuments  have  been  located  and  placed  in  the  "  50-vara 
Survey."  Monuments  are  now  being  located  in  the  "  Mission 
Survey"  and  the  "Potrero  Nuevo."  The  above  statement  is 
intended  to  embrace  generally  the  operations  of  this  Board 
from  the  commencement  of  the  out-door  work  to  the  1st  of 
June,  1863.  A  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  in  order  to 
insure  a  correct  re-survey,  which  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to 
give  in  detail  in  this  statement. 

The  entire  portion  of  the  "Western  Addition"  has  been 
several  times  carefully  examined  by  the  members  of  this  Board, 
with  a  view  to  establish  the  best  grade  possible ;  a  general  sys- 
tem has  been  nearly  arrived  at,  which  it  is  designed  will  meet 
the  requirements  of  that  portion  of  the  city  for  all  time  to 
come.  These  examinations  are  still  being  made.  The  "Mis- 
sion Survey"  and  the  "Potrero  Nuevo"  have  been  partially 
examined  with  a  view  to  the  establishment  of  the  grades,  but 
not  enough  has  been  done  to  warrant  us  in  making  any  report 
of  the  same  at  this  time. 

On  the  223.  day  of  September,  1862,  when  the  out-door 
work  commenced,  this  Board  Lad  in  their  employ  sixteen  men, 

including  a  draughtsman,  whose  pay  amounted  to $702

REPORT 

OF   THE 

CITY  AND  COUNTY  SURVEYOR. 


CITY  HALL,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  SURVEYOR'S  OFFICE, 
San  Francisco,  July  25,  1863. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN:    In  conformity  to  a  regulation  of  your  Board, 
requiring  the  City  and  County  officers  to  report  to  your  body 
the  condition  of  their  offices  and  the  management  of  the  same, 
I  beg  to  make  the  following  report,  viz : 

On  the  5th  day  of  October,  1861,  I  entered  upon  the  duties 
of  the  office  of  City  and  County  Surveyor,  which  office  I  have 
had  under  my  charge  to  the  present  time. 

My  term  of  office  expired  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1863, 
and  being  re-elected,  I  entered  upon  my  new  term  the  1st  of 
July,  1863. 

I  regret  to  report  that  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  me  for  an 
office,  are  not  at  all  suitable  for  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  not 
a  convenient  place  to  keep  papers,  maps,  and  books,  that  should 
be  on  file  and  kept  in  the  Surveyor's  office. 

The  maps  that  I  found  in  the  office  have  neither  the  size  of 
the  blocks  or  the  width  of  the  streets  marked  upon  them,  and 
I  can  find  no  record  in  this  office  showing  the  width  of  streets 
or  the  size  of  blocks  inside  of  Johnson  and  Larkirl  streets. 

Outside  of  Johnson  and  Larkin  streets  the  Van  Ness  Ordi- 
nance maps  show  the  width  of  most  of  the  streets  and  the  size 
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of  most  of  the  blocks,  which  in  many  cases  does  not  agree  with 
the  present  locations  on  the  ground. 

I  can  find  no  papers  or  books  showing  the  amount  of  *  work 
done  on  the  streets,  or  whether  the  work  has  been  done  by  the 
City  or  the  property  owners,  or  done  to  the  official  grade  and 
width  of  streets. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  your  Board  to  the  matter  of 
encroachment  upon  the  public  streets.  There  is  no  officer 
whose  duty  it  is  to  see  whether  new  buildings  being  erected  are 
put  in  the  official  line  of  street ;  in  most  cases  they  encroach 
several  inches,  and  in  some  cases  many  feet,  narrowing  the  street 
very  much,  to  the  detriment  of  the  same. 

During  the  last  year  I  have  surveyed  and  located  a  County 
Road,  from  Mission  and  Navy  streets  to  the  southern  bounds  of 
the  County ;  which  road  is  now  being  opened  by  the  road  mas- 
ter. 

I  can  find  no  monuments  or  permanent  stakes  showing  the 
boundary  line  between  this  County  and  the  County  of  San 
Mateo,  and,  as  I  understand,  no  boundary  has  ever  been  made 
between  the  two  counties.

HARBOR  MASTER'S  REPORT. 


HARBOR  MASTER'S  OFFICE, 

San  Francisco,  July  30,  1863. 

To  the  Hon.  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 

City  and  Comity  of  San  Francisco  : — 

GENTLEMEN  :  In  accordance  with  Resolution  No.  2673, 
passed  by  your  honorable  Body,  I  herewith  submit  my  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1863. 

As  the  last  Legislature  of  the  State  passed  a  law  taking  pos- 
session of  the  water-front  by  three  Commissioners  chosen  for 
that  purpose,  I  have  thought  proper  to  make  a  short  statement 
as  to  its  present  condition,  as  also  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  various 
wharf  franchises  now  about  to  expire.

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THE  WHARVES. 

North  Point  Dock — Is  built  at  the  junction  of  Sansome  and 
Chesnut  streets,  and  is  a  continuation  of  the  first  named  street 
to  the  City  front.  Win.  T.  Coleman  &  Co.,  who  own  the 
property  fronting  on  the  west,  also  own  the  wharf.  Two  ves- 
sels of  1000  and  1500  tons  and  of  20  and  24  feet  draft  of  water, 
respectively,  can  be  accommodated  at  this  wharf.  The  piles 
are  very  much  worm-eaten — some  driven  a  year  ago  have  been 
found  completely  honey-combed. 

Lombard  Duck — Is  on  the  corner  property  at  the  junction  of 
Lombard  and  Battery  streets.  Owned  t>y  McCabe,  Roxby, 
Green,  and  others.  One  vessel  of  1200  tons  and  21  feet  draft 
of  water,  and  three  of  500  tons  and  15  feet  draft,  can  be 
accommodated  at  this  wharf.  The  piles  are  here  also  much 
worm-eaten,  and  the  falling  in  of  a  large  portion  of  this  wharf 
may  be  looked  for  at  any  time. 

India  Dock — Is  the  property  of  the  estate  of  Daniel  Gibb  & 
Co.,  being  inside  the  City  front,  in  the  block  bounded  by  Green- 
wich, Front,  Filbert  and  Battery  streets,  and  will  accommo- 
date two  vessels  of  500  tons  arid  14  feet  draft  of  water. 

CowcWs  Wharf- — Is  the  property  of  John  Co  well,  and  is  in- 
side the  City  front,  extending  from  Battery  street  on  the  west 
to  Front  street  on  the  east,  between  Green  and  Filbert  streets. 
It  is  difficult  to  bring  a  vessel  to  this  wharf  of  more  than  12 
feet  draft  of  water  ;  consequently  is  mostly  used  for  vessels  un- 
dergoing repairs  and  those  of  light  draft  in  the  bay  trade. 

Cunningham's  Wliarf- — Is  on  Front  and  Union  streets  at  their 
junction  ;  is  the  property  of  James  Cunningham,  and  will 
accommodate  three  small  vessels  of  75  tons  each. 

Mintuni**  Wharf- — About  which  a  suit  is  pending  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  Vallejo  street  Wharf  Co.,  is  fast 
approaching  to  be  a  thing  of  the  past;  the  last  few  remaining 
piles  are  expected  to  drop  into  the  bay  every  hour,  when  it  is 
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supposed  the  contest  for  its  possession  will  cease.     The  struc- 
ture is  or  was  outside  the  City  front  water  line. 

Vallejo  Street  Wharf- — Is  the  extension  of  Vallejo  street  on 
the  north  line  930  feet  from  Front  street,  and  on  the  south  line 
600  feet  beyond  Davis  street ;  will  accommodate  four  first-class 
vessels,  and  is  also  the  regular  berth  of  the  inland  steamer 
Petaluma.  The  privilege  to  build  and  occupy  this  wharf  was 
granted  to  M.  O'Brien  at  a  monthly  rent  of  $155,  (which 
amount  is  still  paid,)  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  the  1st  of 
October,  1853,  to  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  revert  to  the  City 
at  the  end  of  the  term.  The  piles  are  very  much  worm-eaten, 
and  the  whole  fabric  is  getting  quite  shaky.  The  franchise  is 
Jheld  by  the  Vallejo  Street  Wharf  Co.,  R.  B.  Mucy,  President, 
and  Chas.  Minturn,  Secretary. 

The  Oakland  Ferry  Wharf- — Is  outside  the  City  front  water 
line,  against  Davis  street,  between  Vallejo  and  Broadway,  and 
is  used  solely  by  the  ferry  boats  running  to  Contra  Costa 
County. 

Broadway  Wharf- — Is  the  extension  of  Broadway  GOO  feet 
outside  the  City  front.  Is  used  exclusively  by  coast  and  inland 
steamers,  and  is  the  most  substantial  and  well-kept  wharf  on 
the  City  front ;  the  dock  on  both  sides  is  being  dredged  by 
machine  "  Winnemucca,"  imported  for  that  purpose.  The 
right  to  build  and  use  this  wharf  was  granted  in  the  year  1851, 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Funded  Debt,  to  Francis  Salmon, 
for  the  term  of  seven  years ;  rent  to  be  ten  per  cent,  until  com- 
pleted, after  completion  twenty  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings. 
It  is  understood  the  franchise  has  been  extended  by  the  Com- 
missioners to  the  year  1S71  to  the  Broadway  Wharf  Co.,  the 
present  owners:  B,  M.  Hartshorn,  President,  and  H.  Morrison, 
Secretary. 

Davis  Street — From  Broadway  to  Pacific,  and  Pacific  from 
Davis  to  Drumm  street,  is  occupied  by  small  vessels  in  the  in- 
land traffic,  the  wrharfage  from  which  is  collected  by  the  Broad- 
way and  Pacific  Wharf  Companies  respectively. 
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Pacific  Wharf- — Extends  600  feet  into  the  bay  from  the  foot 
of  Pacific  street,  and  affords  wharf  room  for  four  first-class  ves- 
sels. The  franchise  was  granted  by  the  Fund  Commissioners 
at  the  same  time  and  subject  to  the  same  terms  as  Broadway 
(except  that  the  term  was  five  instead  of  seven  years),  to  J.  R. 
West  and  M.  R.  Roberts.  The  lease  has  also  been  extended  to 
the  year  1871  to  the  Pacific  Wharf  Company,  whereof  H.  S. 
Dexter  is  President,  and  John  G-.  Kittle  Secretary.  Extensive 
repairs  have  actually  been  put  upon  the  wharf,  and  the  Com- 
pany join  with  Broadway  in  dredging  out  the  slip. 

The  Bulkhead  from  Pacific  street  is  claimed  as  private  prop- 
erty by  various  parties,  on  which  coal  a'nd  wood  is  discharged 
from  small  vessels. 

Jackson  Street  Wharf- — Is  the  extension  of  Jackson  street  GOO 
feet  into  the  bay  outside  the  City  front;  will  accommodate  six 
small  vessels  if  less  than  11  feet  draft  of  water.  The  franchise 
was  granted  to  Charles  Stanford,  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco, 
for  the  term  of  ten  years,  dated  October  1st,  1853,  monthly 
rent  $430  ;  to  be  kept  in  good  repair,  reverting  to  the  City  at 
the  end  of  the  term.  The  present  owners  are  Pioche,  Bayerque 
&  Co.,  who  pay,  under  compromise,  ten  per  cent,  of  the  gross 
earnings,  amounting  to  $98  26  per  month.  The  wharf  is  in 
very  bad  repair. 

The  Bulkhead — From  Jackson  to  Clay  street  is  forty  feet 
wide  outside  the  City  front;  was  included  in  the  leases  of  Jack- 
son, Washington  and  Clay  street  Wharf  Companies,  and  has 
been  built  and  occupied  by  them  for  the  use  of  small  vessels; 
recently  about  fifty  feet  near  Jackson  street  has  fallen  in,  and 
from  the  fact  that  the  lease  soon  expires,  it  is  understood  the 
Wharf  Company  do  not  intend  to  repair  it. 

Washington  Street  Wharf. — The  franchise  was  granted  to  Ed- 
ward Seaman,  at  a  rent  of  $510  per  month,  from  the  10th  day 
of  October,  1853,  ten  years.  The  lease  is  an  exact  copy  of  the 
Jackson  street  wharf  except  as  to  date  and  amount  of  rent. 
Abel  Guy  is  understood  to  be  the  owner  of  this  as  well  as  the 
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franchises  of  Market  and  Mission  street  wharves  at  the  present 
time.  The  wharf  extends  in  a  zigzag  course  200  yards  outside 
the  City  water  front  line,  and,  on  account  of  the  shoalness  of  the 
water,  is  only  used  for  light  draft  vessels  in  the  coast  and  bay 
trade ;  immense  piles  of  produce  is  found  on  this  (also  Clay 
street)  wharf  at  all  times  and  seasons  ;  commission  merchants 
finding  this  a  more  economical  arrangement  than  the  renting  of 
stores  for  that  purpose.  The  wharf  is  in  tolerable  repair  at 
the  present  time,  but,  on  account  of  the  destruction  of  the  piles 
by  worms,  no  dependence  can  be  placed  upon  it  so  remaining 
any  length  of  time.  The  rent  paid  under  compromise  made 
in  1858,  is  10  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings,  and  has  averaged 
the  last  year  $117  58  per  month. 

Clay  Street  Wharf. — The  franchise  was  granted  to  Frederick 
Lawson,  at  a  monthly  rental  of  £505.  Wharf  to  extend  200 
yards  outside  the  City  front,  to  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  de- 
livered to  the  City  ten  years  from  the  first  day  of  October,  1S-33. 
The  franchise  is  now  owned  by  the  Clay  street  Wharf  Com- 
pany, H.  S.  Grates,  President.  To  extend  Clay  street  in  a 
straight  line  would  intersect  Commercial  street  wharf,  conse- 
quently in  order  to  avail  themselves  of  the  franchise,  the  Com- 
pany purchased  the  fifty  vara  lot  on  the  northwest  corner  of 
Clay  street  and  the  water  front,  and  extended  the  wharf  from 
the  inner  end  of  their  lot  with  an  angle  to  the  north,  until  past 
the  end  of  Commercial  street  wharf,  where  it  again  turns  to  the 
south.  Clay  street  has  been  recently  extended  by  the  Wharf 
Company,  to  connect  with  the  bulkhead,  40  feet  beyond  the 
City  front,  to  enable  them  to  occupy  their  whole  lot  with  build- 
ings, part  of  which  has,  until  the  present  time,  been  used  as  a 
street.  The  right  to  build  this  part  of  the  street  and  bulkhead 
by  the  Wharf  Company  was  doubted  by  the  City  arid  County 
Attorney,  and  a  temporary  injunction  obtained,  which,  however, 
on  investigation  was  dissolved  by  consent.  This  wharf  will 
accomodate  one  vessel  of  500  tons,  if  not  drawing  more  than  16 
feet  of  water,  and  two  of  300  tons  and  eleven  feet  draft,  be- 
sides about  fifteen  small  bay  craft  on  the  inner  half  of  the  wharf. 
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The  City  and  County  Treasury  is  in  receipt  of  .10  per  cent,  of 
the  gross  receipts,  amounting  to  $150  per  month,  exactly,  in- 
stead of  $505,  the  amount  named  in  the  lease. 

Eu*t  *frrcf,  from  Clay  to  Commercial  street,  is  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Central  wharf  Company,  and  is  let  for  a  wood  wharf. 

Central  Wharf—  Was  built  by  the  "  Central  Wharf  Joint 
Stock  Company,"  by  grant  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
District  of  San  Francisco,  May  3,  1849  ;  terms  not  of  record. 
The  wharf  is  built  at  the  foot  of  Commercial  street,  at  an  angle 
parallel  with  Market  street,  and  extends  outside  the  City  front 
300  feet ;  will  accommodate  four  vessels  of  200  tons  arid  eight 
feet  draft  of  water,  and  two  of  100  tone  and  five  feet  draft. 
The  officers  of  the  Company  are  Geo.  II.  Howard,  President, 
R.  B.  Macy,  Secretary.  The  wharf  is  in  tolerable  condition 
above  water,  but  little  traitors  are  busy  seeking  to  accomplish 
its  destruction,  out  of  sight. 

East  street,  from  Commercial  to  Market  street,  is  claimed 
and  used  by  Lloyd  Tevis  and  D.  McCarthy,  for  the  landing  by 
small  vessels,  of  wood,  bricks,  hay,  etc. 

Market  Street  Wharf. — The  franchise  was  granted  to  H.  A. 
Breed  and  Wm.  E.  Dennis,  in  the  year  1851,  at  12  per  cent,  of 
the  gross  receipts  ;  has  been  extended  to  the  present  holders  to 
the  year  ]  871.  Two  first  class  vessels  of  20  feet,  and  one  of  18 
feet  draft  of  water  can  find  accommodations  at  this  wharf, 
also  three  smaller  vessels  of  300  tons  and  nine  feet  draft  of  wa- 
ter ;  the  wharf  is  in  only  tolerable  order. 

East  street,  from  Market  to  Folsom  street  (except  a  Stone 
Cracker,  which  pays  rent  to  Market  street  Wharf  Company)  is 
occupied  by  lumber  dealers,  who  have  piled  and  capped  the 
street  in  front  of  their  property,  a"nd  use  the  same  for  the  stor- 
age of  lumber ;  opposite  which  on  the  mud  flats,  their  vessels 
lie  and  are  discharged  by  lighters  ;  the  water  being  of  insufficient 
depth  to  permit  any  but  the  smallest  vessels  to  come  up  to  the 
street.  Thousands  of  feet  of  lumber  have  been  precipitated 
into  the  Bay  along  this  line  within  the  last  few  weeks,  and 
from  the  continued  destruction  of  the  piles  by  worms  beneath, 
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and  the  immense  piles  of  lumber  above  the  surface,  security  for 
life  and  limb  in  this  vicinity  is  far  from  promising. 

Mission  Street  Wharf. — Franchise  granted  to  Chas.  Wray, 
July  11,  1853,  to  be  completed  in  eighteen  months,  to  revert 
to  the  City  October  1,  1863,  at  a  monthly  rent  of  $650.  The 
wharf  is  460  feet  long  outside  of  the  line  of  East  street,  and 
will  accommodate  two  vessels  of  1000  and  500  tons,  and  20 
and  14  feet  draft  of  water  respectively ;  about  ten  smaller  ves- 
sels are  generally  found  at  the  inner  portion  discharging  wood, 
immense  piles  of  which  is  kept  here  most  of  the  time  ;  recently 
many  cords  have  gone  to  the  bottom,  taking  with  them  about  forty 
feet  of  the  wharf  its  entire  width.  In  consequence  of  the  near 
approach  of  the  termination  of  the  lease,  it  has  only  been  tem- 
porarily bridged  over  to  make  the  outside  end  of  the  wharf  avail- 
able for  present  use ;  the  whole  fabric  may  be  pronounced  in  a 
very  rickety  state.  The  City  and  County  Treasury  is  in  re- 
ceipt of  $176  98  per  month  from  this  source,  being  one  of  the 
compromised  leases  of  1858,  by  which  10  per  cent,  was  substi- 
tuted for  the  monthly  rent. 

Folsom  Street  Wharf. — Franchise  granted  to  Frederick  Law- 
son  to  build  200  yards  outside  the  City  front,  ten  years  from 
October  1st,  1853,  at  a  rent  of  $155  per  month,  which  is  the 
amount  paid  at  the  present  time.  The  wharf  was  not  built 
outside  the  City  front,  but,  by  agreement  with  the  City  Engi- 
neer, was  built  on  Folsom,  Steuart  and  East  streets,  and  gives 
a  bay  frontage  on  these  streets  of  850  feet.  The  lease  is  now 
held  by  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company,  and  is  occupied 
exclusively  by  steamers  engaged  in  the  Panama,  Mexican  and 
upper  coast  trade.  The  water  has  recently  been  deepened  by 
dredging  on  the  East  street  part,  so  that  the  largest  steamers 
come  and  go  at  all  times  of  tide.  The  wharf  above  water  is  in 
pretty  good  condition. 

Moore  fy  Folger's  Wharf- — Is  built  on  private  property  on  the 
inside  line  of  Steuart  street.  One  ship  of  1500  tons,  drawing 
22  feet  of  water,  and  one  of  500  tons  and  15  feet  draft,  besides 
three  small  bay  craft,  can  find  accommodations  at  this  wharf. 
Condition,  frail. 
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rathawaij  Wharf- — Is  also  on  private  property  between  Main 
nd  Spear,  and  Harrison  and  Bryant  streets,  and  affords  wharf 

commodation  for  one    first-class    vessel  drawing  21   feet  of 
water,   one  of  600  tons,  drawing  17  feet  of  water,  and  two 
smaller  vessels  of  100  tons  each  ;  is  mostly  used  for  the  dis- 
charging of  vessels  bringing  coal  and  granite,  and  such  like 
Kavy  articles. 
It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  that  there  are  nine  wharves 
it  contribute  to  the  public  treasury  for  use  of  their  fran- 
chises, and  at  least  an  equal  amount  of  wharf  accommodation 
that  contributes  nothing ;  thus,  a  wharf  built  without  any  au- 
thority (generally  supposed  to  be  necessary)T  is  a  ten  per  cent, 
better  investment  than  where  the  right  has  been  legally  ac- 
quired. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  those  \vharves  leased  at  the  largest 
amount  per  month,  have,  in  consequence  of  the  shoaling  of  the 
slips,  become  of  the  least  present  value  ;  thus,  Jackson,  Wash- 
ington, Clay  and  Mission  street  wharves,  agreed  to  pay  $2,095 
per  month,  are  probably  not  in  receipt  of  as  much  income  as 
Vallejo  and  Folsom  wharves,  which  only  agreed  to  a  payment 
of  $300  per  month — the  four  former,  under  compromise,  pay 
$542  82  on  the  average,  and  the  last  two  still  $310. 

The  wants  of  commerce  require  that  all  the  slips  should  be 
dredged.  Frequently  vessels  are  detained  for  days  waiting  an 
opportunity  to  discharge  their  cargo  when  there  are  plenty  of 
vacant  berths,  but  insufficient  depth  of  water  prevents  the 
approach  of  the  class  of  vessels  most  in  need  of  accommodation. 

The  wharves,  too,  are  settling  and  tumbling  all  along  the 
City  front.  The  assaults  of  worms  on  the  piles  the  past  year 
have  apparently  been  unusually  severe,  and  the  coming  winter 
will  doubtless  witness  much  damage  in  this  respect  if  not 
speedily  attended  to.

REPORT 


OF   THE 


Superintendent  of  Public  Schools. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors: 

GENTLEMEN  :  In  accordance  with  Resolution  No.  2,673,  of 
your  Board,  I  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  re- 
port of  the  operations  and  expenditures  of  the  Public  School 
Department  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  for  the 
fiscal  year  1862-63. 

In  relating  the  history  of  the  past  school  year,  I  regard  it  as 
necessary  to  present  only  such  facts  as  are  noteworthy,  and  to 
make  such  comments  as  may  suffice  to*  make  these  facts  well 
understood  and  appreciated.  Although  in  making  this  narra- 
tion, I  shall  not  be  able  to  mention  any  extraordinary  occur- 
rence affecting  the  welfare  of  the  Department,  I  am  happy  to 
state  that  this  lack  of  incident  affords  proof  of  the  stability  and 
efficiency  of  our  school  system.  I  am  gratified,  too,  in  being 
able  to  say  that  at  no  former  period  during  my  connection  with 
the  Public  Schools,  have  I  seen  so  much  evidence  of  healthy 
and  substantial  progress  as  the  schools  exhibited  last  year.  For 
this  prosperity,  our  citizens  are  mainly  indebted  to  the  efficient 
services  of  the  late  Board  of  Education,  to  whose  administration 
the  public  educational  interests  of  the  City  were  entrusted.

The  duties  required  by  law  of  the  Board  of  Education  are 
mainly  discharged  by  twelve  Standing  Committees,  to  each  of 
which  is  assigned  a  specific  field  of  labor,  in  the  performance 
of  which,  the  Directors  are  governed  by  certain  rules  and  regu- 
lations laid  down  in  a  printed  Manual.  In  performing  their 
respective  duties,  most  of  the  Committees  have  spent  a  large 
amount  of  time  and.  labor,  not  only  during  the  evening  or  on 
special  occasions,  but  during  the  day  time  and  often  for  consec- 
utive days.  As  an  instance  of  such  fidelity  to  public  duty,  I 
take  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  zeal  arid  industry  of  the  late 
Committee  on  School  Houses  and  Sites,  and  to  the  assiduous 
attention  which  the  Committee  on  Classification  of  Schools 
have  given  to  the  discipline  and  instruction  of  the  schools. 
This  particular  allusion  will  not  disparage  the  merits  of  other 
Committees,  when  it  is  known  that  the  proper  discharge  of 
their  duties  did  not  require  so  great  a  sacrifice  of  time  as  in  the 
case  of  the  Committees  I  have  mentioned. 

According  to  legal  statute,  which  regulates  and  prescribes 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  School 
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Department  now  appears  to  be  almost  an  independent  branch 
of  the  municipal  government.  The  only  limitation  placed  on 
tin1  exercise  of  its  powers  is,  that  in  the  sale  or  exchange  of  the 
school  estates,  the  consent  of  your  Board  shall  be  obtained. 
Since  1851,  when  the  Act  for  the  establishment  and  support  of 
free  Common  Schools  in  this  City  was  passed,  the  relations  ex- 
isting between  this  Department  and  the  general  Corporation 
have  undergone  successive  and  essential  changes.  In  fact,  the 
last  Legislature,  by  making  the  rent  of  the  rooms  of  the  Board 
of  Education  and  of  the  office  of  the  Superintendent,  and,  also, 
the  expense  of  grading  school  lots  and  the  repair  of  streets  in 
front  of  the  same,  payable  out  of  the  School  Fund,  instead 
of  the  General  Fund,  as  heretofore,  destroyed,  with  the  excep- 
tion mentioned,  all  the  relations  previously  existing.  Although 
the  change  made  in  this  mode  of  payment  imposed,  unex- 
pectedly, a  debt  of  $7000  on  the  Board  of  Education  and  a 
liability  of  $100  a  month  for  rent,  still  it  must  be  acknowledged 
that  the  action  of  the  Legislature  was  judicious  and  consistent. 
For,  a  special  revenue  being  raised,  annually,  for  the  support 
of  the  schools,  the  cost  of  their  maintenance  can  only  be  ascer- 
tained by  charging  the  School  Fund  with  all  the  school 
expenses. 

In  the  principal  cities  of  the  Union,  this  method  of  raising 
and  disbursing  the  school  funds  obtains  quite  generally.  To 
this  method  the  most  striking  exception  occurs  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  where  the  school  funds  are  controlled  by  both  the 
School  Committee  and  the  Common  Council.  As  the  result  of 
this  arrangement,  considerable  derangement  of  the  school  finan- 
ces of  that  city  has  been  caused  in  consequence  of  the  Council 
making  appropriations  for  the  schools,  without  the  knowledge 
or  desire  of  the  school  officers. 

The  affairs  of  the  School  Department  suggest  three  princi- 
pal topics  for  consideration :  its  finances,  embracing  the  school 
revenues  and  expenditures,  the  progress  and  condition  of  popu- 
lar education  in  our  midst,  and  the  character  and  extent  of  our 
school  accommodations. 
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FINANCES. 

The  entire  school  revenue  of  last  year  amounted  to  $191,339.55, 
which  was  $36,121.69  greater  than  the  fund  of  the  previous 
year,  at  the  close  of  which,  the  City  Treasurer  reported  a  bal- 
ance of  $13,508  to  the  credit  of  the  School  Fund.  His  last 
report  will  show,  I  am  told,  a  balance  of  over  $26,000,  which 
will  materially  increase  the  School  Fund  of  the  present  fiscal 
year.  As  this  is  the  second  time  that  this  fund  has  shown  a 
surplus,  after  the  payment  of  all  outstanding  claims,  it  might 
be  inferred  by  some  that  the  Board  of  Education  had  not  been 
discriminate  in  estimating  the  amount  of  revenue  required  for 
the  annual  support  of  the  schools.  That  such  an  inference  may 
not  be  made,  it  may  suffice  to  state  that  these  surplus  moneys 
were  intended  for  the  supply  of  additional  school-houses.  This 
intention  was,  however,  defeated  by  the  Court  deciding  in  the 
suit  of  Sharp  versus  the  City  and  County  Auditor,  that  the 
Board  of  Education,  although  having  the  right  to  purchase  sites 
for  schools,  still  had  not  authority  to  use  the  School  Fund  in 
payment  of  such  purchases.  In  consequence  of  this  unlooked- 
for  event,  the  Board  had  to  relinquish  the  design  of  building, 
and,  consequently,  too,  to  suffer  the  funds  set  apart  for  that  pur- 
pose to  remain  unemployed.  The  opinion  has  been  expressed 
in  the  community  that  the  rate  of  taxation  for  municipal  pur- 
poses should  be  so  regulated  as  to  furnish  just  enough  revenue 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  corporation.  Recognizing  the  force 
of  this  public  sentiment,  the  Board  of  Education  lowered  the 
last  school  tax  from  35  to  20  cents  on  the  $100,  at  which  re- 
duced rate,  it  was  supposed  there  would  accrue  about  $100,000. 
This  reduction  would  have  lessened  the  School  Fund  of  this  year 
at  least  $75,000,  had  not  your  Board,  acting  under  legislative 
authority,  transferred  $60,000  from  the  General  to  the  School 
Fund.  Notwithstanding  this  transfer,  the  school  revenue  will 
be  curtailed  about  $15,000  or  $20,000. 

As  the  action  of  the  Board  in  reducing  the  school  tax  has 
been  condemned  by  some  who  are  solicitous  for  the  welfare 
of  the  schools,  and  as  the  present  Board  of  Education  may 
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hereafter  regard  this  condemnation  as  not  undeserved,  I  will 
state  for  their  justification,  the  views  of  the  late  Board  in  the 
premises.  In  the  first  place,  it  was  supposed  that  a  sufficiency 
of  revenue  would  arise  from  the  following  sources:  $100,000 
from  taxes  to  be  levied  in  July;  $30,000  or  $35,000  surplus 
revenue  from  the  fiscal  year  of  1862-63,  arid  $20,000  from  the 
State  apportionment  of  the  School  Fund  and  from  local  sour- 
ces of  revenue,  as  poll  taxes,  etc.  The  total  thus  made  up 
would,  it  was  thought,  yield  enough  to  meet  the  ordinary  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  Department  during  the  succeeding  fiscal 
year.  It  will  be  seen  that  no  provision  was  made  for  building 
school-houses.  For  this  purpose,  it  was  finst  contemplated  to 
issue  bonds,  as  did  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  years  1854, 
1860  and  1861.  But  the  sacrifice  which  would  have  attended 
the  sales  of  these  bonds,  deterred  the  Board  from  taking  such  a 
step.  At  this  juncture  your  Board  favored  the  transfer  of 
$60,000,  which  now  constitutes  the  Building  Fund,  on  which 
alone  the  present  Board  must  depend  for  supplying  whatever 
increased  school  facilities  the  public  good  may  demand.  The 
first  of  the  appended  tables  will  show  for  what  purposes  the 
school  funds  were  disbursed  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  The 
aggregate  of  expenditures,  $178,929.47,  exceeds  that  of  the 
preceding  year  by  $44,354.16  ;  of  this  aggregate  sum  $24,393.08 
was  required  for  the  redemption  of  School  Bonds  and  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  thereon,  and  $1,893.33  for  the  discharge  of 
other  old  indebtedness,  over  which  the  Board  had  no  control. 

That  the  school  expenditures  should  show  an  annual  increase 
is  naturally  to  be  expected,  so  long  as  our  population  continues 
to  enlarge,  inasmuch  as  the  extent  of  our  school  accommoda- 
tions must  increase  proportionately  with  the  number  of  children 
who  require  educational  privileges.  That  the  school  funds 
have  not  been  injudiciously  expended  during  the  past  year,  may 
appear  from  the  following  facts :  There  are  now  daily  attend- 
ing the  Public  Schools,  an  average  of  over  5000  children,  the 
instruction  of  whom  calls  for  ninety  regular  and  four  special 
teachers.  The  annual  cost  of  tuition  for  these  children,  calcu- 
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lating  every  item  of  expense,  except  that  for  building  and  re- 
pairs, would  be  about  $21  per  pupil,  or  estimating  alone  the 
salaries  of  teachers,  only  $14.73.  The  statistics  gathered  last 
month  by  the  school  census  Marshals,  show  an  attendance  upon 
private  schools  reaching  as  high  as  4,552  pupils ;  or  a  daily 
average  attendance  of,  perhaps,  3,500.  In  the  most  flourishing 
of  these  institutions,  the  rates  of  tuition  vary  from  $4  to  $10 
per  month,  or  from  $40  to  $100  per  annum. 

In  speaking  of  the  comparative  economy  of  public  and  private 
institutions,  I  have  not  had  reference  to  the  Catholic  schools  in 
our  midst,  for,  as  they  furnish  most  of  their  pupils  with  tuition 
gratuitously,  and  without  charge  upon  the  public  treasury,  no 
comparison  can  be  properly  instituted  in  regard  to  cost  of  in- 
struction between  their  schools  and  those  of  an  exclusively  secu- 
lar character.  Compared  with  similar  expenses  in  other  cities 
of  the  Union,  the  cost  of  tuition  in  this  place  will  be  found  to 
be  in  excess;  the  explanation  of  this  fact  must  be  found  in  the 
comparatively  high  prices  of  labor  and  materials  prevailing 
here. 

In  regard  to  salaries,  it  will  readily  appear  from  the  above 
comparison  that  our  female  teachers  are  paid  higher  salaries 
than  their  sex  obtains  elsewhere,  but  that  the  reverse  happens 
in  the  case  of  our  male  teachers. 

In  regard  to  its  school  system,  I  may  safely  say  that  our  city 
can  sustain  a  comparison,  without  discredit,  with  other  cities 
on  this  continent.  If  this  system,  which  now  contains  most  of 
the  modern  improvements  which  the  educational  departments 
of  the  old  and  the  new  world  have  successfully  introduced,  be 
effectively  carried  out,  we  shall,  in  a  few  years,  be  able  to  cope 
with  the  oldest  cities  of  the  Union  in  regard  to  the  quality  of 
the  instruction  given  in  our  Public  Schools.  I  wish  that  I 
could  add,  that,  within  the  same  time,  we  should  show  as  ample 
school  accommodations;  but  the  vast  number  of  children  in 
our  midst,  for  whom  no  means  of  instruction  have  been  fur- 
nished, forbids  such  a  statement. 

Such  being  the  case,  it  is  not  strange  that  4,552  pupils  should 
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found  attending  private  schools,  and  2,571  children   not  iu 

endiince  upon  any  school. 

The  last  Board  of  Education  did  all  that  was  possible,  with 
the  funds  at  its  command,  to  furnish  the  needed  school  accom- 
modations. -At  Hayes'  Valley,  where  quite  a  populous  neigh- 
borhood has  recently  sprung  up,  a  commodious  school-house, 
accommodating  .160  pupils,  was  completed  early  in  the  year  at 
an  expense  of  $3,500. 

Shortly  afterwards  the  Grammar  School  building  at  the  Mis- 
sion was  altered,  so  as  to  accommodate  180  additional  children, 
whilst  other  improvements  were  added  which  rendered  the 
building  more  substantial  and  convenient. 

In  the  Fourth  District  the  Primary  school  house  on  Powell 
street  was  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  two  class-rooms,  capable 
of  holding  110  pupils.  In  the  Tenth  District  extensive  accom- 
modations were  afforded  by  removing  what  was  formerly  known 
as  the  Hampton  Place  School-House,  to  its  present  site,  on  the 
corner  of  Fourth  and  Harrison  streets.  In  this  building,  after 
its  removal  and  renovation,  ten  new  class-rooms  were  made,  in 
which  there  are  now  seated  nearly  GOO  scholars.  The  other 
school-houses  were  placed  in  thorough  repair,  and  made  as 
comfortable  and  attractive  as  their  construction  rendered  prac- 
ticable. 

The  sums  already  expended  in  the  repair  and  alteration  of 
our  present  school  buildings,  induced  the  Board  to  believe  that 
a  further  expenditure  in  the  erection  of  frame  school-houses 
would  not  be  economical.  Acting  on  this  belief  the  Board,  on 
several  occasions,  instructed  the  Committee  on  School-Houses 
and  Sites  to  procure  plans  for  brick  school-houses,  which  they 
proposed  to  erect  in  the  Eighth  and  Tenth  Districts ;  in  the 
former  of  which  a  school  site  was  purchased  on  the  northwest 
corner  of  Bush  and  Taylor  streets  for  $11,800. 

The  money  thus  drawn  from  the  School  Fund  will  soon  be 
replaced  from  the  proceeds  of  the  recent  sale  of  the  school  lot 
on  the  corner  of  Mason  and  California  streets,  from  which  the 
Department  will  realize  $13,000. 
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This  sale  was  considered  the  more  desirable,  as  the  Board,  to 
its  surprise,  was  required  by  special  Act  of  the  Legislature 
to  pay  for  grading  the  street  in  front  of  this  lot,  the  work  on 
which  was  contracted  for  without  the  knowledge  or  desire  of 
the  Board. 

In  matters  purely  educational,  the  past  school  year  will  com- 
pare favorably  with  those  that  have  preceded  it. 

The  School  Acts  which  have  been  enacted  since  the  passage 
of  the  Consolidation  Bill  were  annulled  by  the  last  Legislature, 
and  a  new  Act  passed,  embracing  in  a  clear  and  concise  man- 
ner all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
rendering  all  their  operations  harmonious  and  consistent.  The 
school  regulations  were  carefully  revised  and  amended  so  as  to 
include  many  of  the  best  features  in  the  educational  systems  of 
other  cities. 

The  changes  thus  made  in  the  course  of  instruction  rendered 
the  purchase  of  considerable  apparatus  and  school  appliances 
necessary.  But  the  benefits  which  are  already  beginning  to 
ensue  will  far  more  than  repay  for  the  money  thus  expended. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  bear  testimony  to  the  faithfulness  of 
the  teachers  to  whose  care  and  guidance  the  education  of  our 
school  children  has  been  entrusted  during  the  past  year.  For 
the  most  part  they  are  as  capable  and  zealous  instructors  as  can 
be  found  anywhere  in  the  land,  and  they  fully  earn  the  com- 
pensation awarded  to  them  for  their  efficient  services. 

Congratulating  the  public  upon  the  substantial  progress  that 
has  been  made,  during  the  year,  in  securing  for  the  children  of 
the  city  the  means  of  preparation  for  the  practical  affairs  of 
life,  and  hoping  that,  on  some  future  occasion,  I  shall  be  able 
to  report  a  large  increase  in  the  school  accommodations,  and 
an  efficacious  development  of  the  processes  used  in  our  schools 
to  promote  the  moral  and  intellectual  education  of  the  young,

The  reports  of  the  Municipal  Officers  contained  in  the  pre- 
ceding pages  present  a  full  history  of  the  financial  transactions 
and  general  condition  of  the  different  departments  of  the  City 
and  County  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1863. 

As  compared  with  the  record  of  the  previous  year,  no  marked 
contrast  is  observable.  The  regularity  and  economy  with 
which  the  administration  of  the  Government  is  conducted, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Consolidation  Act,  continues  to  be 
creditable  to  the  discernment  and  wisdom  of  those  who  origin- 
ated and  promoted  the  organization  of  the  present  system. 

During  the  year  which  has  closed,  the  expenditures  of  the 
City  and  County  have  been  increased  over  those  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  the  details  of  which  are  fully  set  forth  in  the 
Auditor's  Report,  pages  9  to  108. 

It  is  to  be  anticipated  that  the  expenses  of  the  fiscal  year 
1863-'64  will  considerably  exceed  those  of  the  last ;  the 
cause  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  part  from  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  City,  necessarily  augmenting  the  yearly  expenditures, 
since  the  establishment  of  the  present  form  of  government  in 
1856,  and  also  from  disbursements  made,  or  to  be  made,  for 
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special  purposes,  under  enactments  of  the  Legislature  in  1861- 
'62  and  1862-'63,  mainly  upon  the  recommendations  or  sanc- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  A  glance  at  the  enactments 
referred  to  will  show  for  what  purposes  the  increased  expendi- 
tures have  been  authorized. 

By  the  Act  of  April  26,  1862,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was 
allowed  to  expend  for  special  purposes  as  follows,  to  wit :

The  foregoing  is  exclusive  of  the  authorized  transfer  from 
the  General  Fund  to  the  School  Fund  of  $60,000,  for  which 
more  than  an  equivalent  reduction  was  made  in  the  t;:x-levy 
for  school  purposes  of  1863-'64,  which  was  reduced  from  35 
cents  to  28  cents  upon  each  $100  ;  also,  of  amounts  author- 
ized to  be  paid  for  claims  of  Gregory  Yale  and  Jesse  D.  Carr, 
amounting  to  some  $12,000.

And  there  is  presented  a  total  of $1,855,641  81 

collected  in  the  State  and  County  during  the  year  lS62-'63. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in 
receipts  from  licenses,  from  which  source  there  is  to  be  antici- 
pated a  falling  off  in  the  revenue  of  the  ensuing  year;  the 
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Board  of  Supervisors,  by  order,  having  reduced  the  rates  of 
municipal  licenses  fully  fifty  per  cent.,  and  of  State  and  County 
licenses  of  the  9th  and  10th  classes  of  merchandise,  seventy-five 
per  cent. ;  the  reduction  upon  municipal  licenses  being  the 
second  made  during  the  year.

In  the  amount  of  property  taxes  of  the  last  year  there  is  in- 
cluded the  sum  of  $69,811.73  for  the  Federal  war  tax,  and  in 
the  amount  of  Poll  taxes  the  sum  of  $29,284.20  for  national 
poll  taxes,  which  being  deducted  from  the  total  payments  makes 
the  sum  paid  for  State  pui^poses  $421,864.07,  showing  an  in- 
creased payment  of  $118,338  over  the  preceding  year.  The  total 
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ipts  of  the  State  Treasury  for  the  year  ending  December  14, 
1862,  amounted  to  $1,544,607.36.  See  Statutes  1863,  page 
38,  which  makes  the  portion  paid  by  San  Francisco  to  be 
more  than  one  quarter  of  the  entire  State  revenue,  exclusive 
of  Federal  war  taxes.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to 
observe  that  the  total  taxable  property  of  the  State  for  the  year 
1862  was  rated  at  $160,000,000,  of  which  San  Francisco  paid 
on  over  834,000,000,  and  that  for  the  current  year  her  taxable 
property  will  yield  about  forty  per  cent,  of  the  real  estate 
revenue  of  the  State. 

The  total  amount  of  poll  taxes  collected  during  the  year  in 
the  City  and  County  was  nearly  $60,000,  'of  which  $-35,291 
was  under  the  State  law. 

The  collection  of  the  Federal  poll  tax  is  suspended  until 
1865,  but  by  Legislative  enactment  at  the  last  session,  a  State 
military  tax  was  levied,  which  will  produce  a  revenue  from 
this  source  the  present  year  of  about  the  same  amount  as  that 
of  the  last,  for  the  Federal  tax.

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Notwithstanding  the  large  increase  of  the  State's  portion, 
viz,  28  cents,  the  total  levy  has  been  reduced  64J  cents  upon 
the  hundred  dollars  from  the  levy  of  the  preceding  year,  besides 
the  large  reduction  made  in  City  and  County  licenses  before 
referred  to.

By  the  supplementary  list  of  mortgages  an<l  personal  property 
completed  by  the  Assessor  on  the  31st  of  October,  additional 
special  assessments  have  been  made,  amounting  to  $1,560,665 
making  the  total  assessment  roll  of  the  fiscal  year  1863-'64 
$78,189,732. 

An  examination  of  the  above  table  presents  noticeable  con- 
trasts :  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  falling  off  over 
$7,500,000  in  the  year  1851-'52  from  that  of  the  prece  ling  year; 
appreciating  gradually  until  in  1854-'55  it  amounted  to  nearly 
$35,000,000,  then  receding  until  the  year  1857-'58,  when  it  ex- 
ceeded the  valuation  of  1854-'55,  and  again  falling  off  until 
the  year  1860-'61.  Since  which  the  valuations  have  largely 
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advanced   until    the    present    year,   the   total    amounting   to 
over  $78,000,000. 

The  cause  of  the  fluctuations  referred  to,  may  be  found  in 
lS-31-'-")^  from  the  disastrous  fires  destroying  almost  the  entire 
business  portion  of  the  City;  in  1 85  4-1 55,  from  a  reaction  from 
the  speculative  advance  in  real  estate  of  the  previous  years; 
and,  in  JS57-'5S,  from  the  financial  revulsion  prevailing  in  the 
Atlantic  States,  which,  although  affecting  California  less  than 
any  of  the  Eastern  States,  yet  hud  an  effect  upon  the  value  of 
property  in  San  Francisco  by  depreciating  it  to  an  extent  pro- 
portionate to  the  drain  of  gold  from  the  State,  and  to  the  con- 
sideration which  was  given,  or  the  uneasiness  or  alarm  enter- 
tained relative  to  the  monetary  panic  prevailing  elsewhere. 

The  increase  in  the  assessed  value  of  property  during  the 
three  preceding  years  has  been  so  rapid  as  to  cause  the 
accumulation  of  an  undue  surplus  in  the  City  Treasury. 
This  has  grown  out  of  the  assessments  and  collections,  both 
exceeding  the  estimates,  and  from  the  difficulty  arising  from 
the  requirements  of  the  Revenue  Law  compelling  the  tax-levy 
to  be  made  in  the  month  of  May,  based  upon  estimates  of  an 
Assessment  Roll  to  be  completed  in  August.  Repeated  but  un- 
successful efforts  have  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  other  City  officers  to  obviate  this  difficulty  by  procuring  a 
change  of  the  Revenue  Law,  which  can  only  be  done  by  legis- 
lative enactment.  In  the  "Board  of  Equalization,  n;c-  ntly 
adjourned,  when  it  was  found  that,  notwithstanding  the  large 
reduction  made  in  the  levy  for  the  fiscal  year  1S63-'G4,  the 
revenue  was  likely  to  greatly  exceed  the  estimates  carefully 
prepared  a  few  months  preceding,  a  measure  was  introduced 
by  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to  pass  upon  property 
valuations  to  reduce  the  levy  some  fifteen  to  twenty  per  cent., 
which  measure  did  not  prevail,  owing  to  the  fact  that  by  the 
opinions  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State,  and  of  the  City 
and  County  Counsel,  the  Board  were  advised  that  it  had  not 
the  power  to  make  the  reduction  recommended. 

Under  Acts  of  1862,  March  18th  and  May  19th,  taxes  were 
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authorized  to  be  levied  upon  mortgages  in  the  hands  of  hold  ers 
in  pursuance  of  which  the  sum  of  $13,900,207  was  assessed  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Of  this  but  a  moiety 
has  been  collected,  and  the  balance  included  in  the  list  of  de- 
linquencies, remains  subject  to  the  termination  of  suits  now  in 
litigation.  (See  Report  of  the  Tax  Collector,  pages  111  to  114.) 
The  total  deficiency  or  deduction  made  or  to  be  made  from 
the  tax  roll  of  1862-'63,  is  estimated  as  follows,  viz:

NOTE  — The  exemptions  consist  of  property  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  City 
and  County,  also  those  of  benevolent  institutions,  widows  and  orphans.  In  state- 
ment of  delinquencies  there  isdncluded  the  taxes  assessed  to  shipping,  wharves,  etc.f 
which  also  await  the  result  of  litigation.  It  is  estimated  by  the  Auditor  ihat  the  col- 
lectable valuation  of  the  year  ]8t>3-'64  will  be  from  $55,010,000  to  $57,000,000, 
being  an  increase  of  some  '$10,000,000  over  that  of  tiie  previo  is  year.

The  objection  to  payment  upon  mortgages  appears  to  have 
been  that  the  property  was  first  assessed  in  the  real  estate  roll, 
and  that  an  additional  or  second  tax  levied  upon  the  mortgagee 
virtually  compelled  the  owner  to  pay  twice  upon  the  same 
property. 

Adopting  the  Auditor's  estimate  of  $55,000,000  as  the  min- 
imum of  collectable  valuations  for  the  current  year,  it  follows 
that  the  abatement  of  64i  cents  inthe  tax  levy  will  diminish 
the  revenue  some  $350,000  from  what  would  have  been  real- 
ized had  not  the  reduction  been  made,  in  consequence  of  which 
the  surplus  in  the  treasury  by  being  applied  to  the  current 
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expenses,  will  thus  find  its  way  back  into  the  hands  of  the 
community.

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Since  the  close  of  the  year,  the  balance  due  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco and  San  Jose  Railroad  Company  upon  the  subscription  of 
the  City  and  County  to  its  capital  stock,  as  authorized  by  Act 
of  April  19,  1861.  has  been  issued  in  two  installments  of  $30,000, 
both  bearing  date  of  September  14,  1863,  thereby  completing 
the  authorized  issue  of  $300,000  to  the  Company.  By  exami- 
nation of  the  report  of  the  Auditor,  page  42,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  judgment  debt  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  was  esti- 
mated at  $1,450,000.  Subsequent  to  that  date  in  pursuance 
of  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  under  authority  of  the 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1862,  a  settlement  was  effected 
with  a  large  number  of  the  judgment  creditors  in  the  so-called 
City  slip  suits,  and  also  of  the  Scale  judgment. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  order  referred  to  (No.  547), 
three  appraisers  were  appointed,  who  valued  the  various  lots 
at  the  total  sum  of  $162,000,  under  which  valuation  the  hold- 
ers all  elected  to  retain  their  lots,  which  was  agreed  to  by  the 
Committee  appointed  on  behalf  of  the  City.  To  complete  the 
settlement,  Bonds  bearing  seven  per  cent,  interest,  redeemable 
in  twenty  years  from  October  1,  1863,  are  yet  to  be  issued, 
which  will  probably  be  done  within  a  few  months  ensuing ; 
the  amount  thus  to  be  issued  is  about  $960,000,  and  the  amount 
of  judgment  claims  extinguished  about  $1,120,000. 

The  history  of  the  City  litigation  terminated  by  the  settlement 
made  as  above  is  remarkable.  The  property  was  sold  at  pub- 
lic auction  on  the  26th  day  of  December,  1853,  in  pursuance 
of  ordinance  No.  481,  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City,  ap- 
proved December  5th,  preceding.  This  ordinance  passed  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  by  the  requisite  majority ;  a  vacancy  ex- 
isted in  the  Board  of  Assistant  Aldermen,  in  which  body  it  was 
passed  by  four  votes  out  of  seven.  The  property  was  bid  off 
at  high  figures,  and  was  then  looked  upon  as  having  been  ad- 
vantageously sold  by  the  City.  Following  the  depreciation  in 
value  which  occurred  in  the  succeeding  year,  dissatisfaction  was 
expressed  by  the  purchasers,  and  the  legality  of  the  ordinance 
authorizing  the  sale  was  questioned ;  this  resulted  in  the  insti- 
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tution  of  suits  for  the  recovery  of  the  purchase  money,  which 
have  been  prosecuted  with  untiring  industry  through  the  va- 
rious courts,  until  they  were  recently  decided  in  favor  of  the 
purchasers.  The  suits  were  vigorously  but  unsuccessfully  con- 
tested on  the  part  of  the  City  until  the  final  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  was  pronounced  against  her,  since  which  as 
above  and  as  a  matter  of  necessity  the  settlement  has  been 
made  of  the  suits  finally  adjudicated. 

A  full  schedule  of  the  purchasers  at  the  City  slip  sale  in  1853, 
with  the  statement  of  sums  paid  for  each  lot,  also  list  of  delin- 
quencies, was  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  re- 
port of  S.  W.  Holliday,  Esq.,  City  Attorney,  June  1,  1861.  So 
far  as  relates  to  the  cases  provided  for  by  order  No.  547,  they 
may  be  considered  as  having  been  finally  determind. 

Referring  to  the  foregoing  exhibit  of  the  present  indebtedness 
of  the  City  and  County,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  au- 
thority exists  by  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  April  22,  1863,  for 
the  issuance  of  $1,000,000,  in  Seven  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  to  the 
Pacific  Railroad  Companies,  to  wit:  $400,000  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Western  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  $600,000 
to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company. 

The  question  authorizing  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  make 
the  subscription  was  submitted  to  the  public  vote  at  the  elec- 
tion on  the  19th  of  May  last,  and  decided  in  the  affirmative  by 
6,329  votes,  for  to  3,118  against  the  measure. 

Informalities  in  the  election  were  subsequently  alleged,  and 
an  injunction  restraining  the  issue  of  the  Bonds  was  obtained, 
which  is  now  in  course  of  adjudication  by  the  Courts.  Should 
the  injunction  be  dissolved,  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  may 
follow.  In  this  event,  in  addition  to  the  indebtedness  already 
existing,  the  City  will  be  holden  for  nearly  $2,000,000  more 
than  the  amount  of  Bonds  now  outstanding,  making  the  present 
and  authorized  indebtedness  as  follows :

Add  to  this  the  balance  of  judgment  debts,  less  amount 
provided  for  by  City  slip  settlement,  say  $300,000,  and  the 
total  indebtedness  of  the  City,  authorized  and  in  abeyance,  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  ensuing  will  exceed  $5,500,000. 

This  presents  a  large  showing ;  but  it  is  to  be  remembered 
that  the  City  holds  the  stock  of  the  San  Francisco  and  San 
Jose*  R.  R.  Co.  for  the  $300,000  subscribed,  and  that  the  sub- 
scription to  the  Pacific  Railroad  Companies  was  authorized  to 
be  made  upon  similar  terms,  and  as  th'e  work  progresses. 

Following  upon  the  statement  thus  presented,  attention  is 
called  to  the  present  condition  of  the  City  Treasury,  and  the 
available  assets  to  meet  the  indebtedness.

And  there  is  presented  a  total  of  assets  of .$2,416,437  45 
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But,  as  remarked  (page  260),  it  will  be  noticed  that  about 
$350,000  of  the  previous  balance  will  be  absorbed  in  payment 
of  current  expenses  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  arising  from  the 
reduction  in  the  tax  levy ;  also  that,  from  the  increase  of  reve- 
nue over  estimates,  about  $150,000  over  and  above  the  figures 
upon  which  the  tax  levy  was  based,  will  accrue  to  the  Treas- 
ury. Making  the  proper  reduction  and  addition  for  which,  and 
presuming  that  Bonds  will  be  issued  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
panies and  to  City  slip  holders,  the  balance  of  indebtedness 
over  assets  will  amount  to  some  $3,300,000. 

The  foregoing  is  presented  as  a  statement  of  facts,  with  the 
belief  that  the  conclusions  arrived  at  will  be  fully  borne  out  by 
a  careful  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  financial  officers  of 
the  Government. 

Considered,  in  the  aggregate,  the  exhibit  of  the  finances  of 
the  City  and  County  should  be  conceded  to  bear  a  favorable 
comparison  with  those  of  the  preceding  year,  and  as  presenting 
no  unenviable  contrast  with  the  financial  condition  of  most  of 
the  larger  Eastern  cities. 

It  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  less  than  fifteen  years 
have  elapsed  since  this  City,  now  containing  over  100,000  in- 
habitants, was  a  place  of  comparative  obscurity,  and  that  at 
the  present  time  San  Francisco  occupies  a  preeminent  and  com- 
manding position  among  her  sister  cities.  She  presents  the 
front  of  the  Union  arms  upon  the  Pacific  coast,  and  nine-tenths 
of  her  citizens  carry  in  their  hearts,  and  prove  by  their  actions, 
their  sympathy  with  and  undying  love  for  the  national  cause. 

The  rivers,  which  from  the  mountain  slopes  have  profusely 
poured  their  garnered  gold  into  her  lap,  and  the  hills,  whose 
silver  treasures  have  and  still  continue  to  contribute  so  largely 
to  her  prosperity,  have  had  witness  borne  that  her  citizens  are 
not  unmindful  of  the  good  gifts  bestowed  upon  them. 

Her  wharves  resound  with  the  busy  hum  of  a  thriving 
commerce ;  her  streets  are  alive  with  the  active  tread  of  an  en- 
terprising and  industrious  population  ;  good  order  and  peace 
prevail ;  the  public  liberties  are  preserved,  and  unrivaled  and 
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unapproachable  upon  the  western  shore  of  the  Continent,  San 
Francisco  has  won  and  proudly  wears  her  crown  as  Queen  City 
of  the  Pacific. 

STREET  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  following  table  shows  the  yearly  expenditures  authorized 
for  grading  and  otherwise  improving  the  public  streets  since 
the  passage  of  the  Consolidation  Act :

From  the  above,  it  will  be  observed  that  a  vast  amount  of 
street  work  has  been  performed  during  the  last  four  years,  full 
details  of  which  are  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  pages  235  to  254. 

It  is  believed  by  that  officer  that  the  work  required  to  be 
done  during  the  present  year  will,  in  the  aggregate,,  considera- 
bly exceed  that  of  the  last. 

The  settlement  of  the  suits  deciding  ownership  of  the  city 
slip  lots  will,  it  is  presumed,  be  followed  by  improvements  in 
front  of  and  adjacent  to  the  large  amount  of  property  by  that 
settlement  removed  from  litigation  ;  in  addition  to  which,  the 
thorough  system  of  sewerage  which  is  being  pursued  will,  if 
carried  out,  necessitate  large  expenditures  for  that  purpose  not 
only  in  the  present  but  in  subsequent  years. 

The  improvements  made  during  the  last  few  years  are  in 
character  far  -superior  to  those  of  former  years ;  and  it  is  but 
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reasonable  to  suppose  that  in  this  rapidly  growing  city,  the  cost 
of  street  work  for  many  years  to  come  will  be  augmented  yearly 
to  meet  the  increased  requirements  of  property  holders. 

A  comparison  of  the  street  expenditures  of  late  years  with 
those  of  years  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Consolidation  Act, 
was  presented  in  Municipal  Reports  of  1862,  pages  257  and 
258,  a  recapitulation  of  which  is  unnecessary. 

STREET  GRADES. 

By  limitation  of  law,  the  Board  of  City  Engineers  ceased  to 
exist  on  the  first  of  October  of  the  present  year. 

The  Act  of  April  25th,  1862,  constituting  that  Board,  was 
found  to  be  very  defective,  and  several  of  its  provisions  proved 
inoperative,  or,  in  their  workings,  impossible  to  be  carried  out. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  only  changes  which  have  been 
made  of  grades  previously  established,  were  of  Kearny  street, 
from  Vallejo  to  Green  streets,  the  crossings  of  Harrison,  Spear, 
Main  and  Beale  streets,  and  Clay  and  Jones  streets.  In  all  of 
these  changes,  it  was  reported  by  the  Commissioners  appointed 
by  the  County  Court,  that  no  damages  had  been  incurred  by 
the  property  owners  from  the  changes,  or  they  were  made  by 
their  unanimous  consent.  Measures  of  great  importance  to 
property  owners  and  to  the  city,  arising  from  other  changes 
proposed,  are  still  pending ;  some  awaiting  the  appointment  of 
Commissioners  by  the  County  Court,  to  assess  the  damages 
claimed  by  petition  of  the  property  owners ;  and  others,  to 
which  there  is  no  opposition  and  no  claim  for  damages  pre- 
sented, now  await  the  final  action  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

In  relation  to  the  establishment  of  grades  of  the  Western 
Addition,  and  of  the  streets  west  and  southwest  of  Johnson 
and  Larkin  streets,  the  profiles  of  some  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  streets  are  but  partially  completed,  no  official  report  of 
progress  on  which  has  as  yet  been  made. 

The  rapidly  increasing  importance  and  value  of  property  in 
that  portion  of  the  city  known  as  the  Western  Addition,  Po- 
trero  Nuevo  and  Mission  Survey,  calls  for  the  establishment  of 
the  grades  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible. 
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In  pursuance  of  Resolution  recently  passed,  application  will 
be  made  to  the  Legislature,  at  its  next  session,  for  authority  to 
continue  the  Board  in  office  until  the  re-survey  of  the  city  is 
finally  completed. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  labors  of  the  Board  of  Engi- 
neers have  been  arduous,  and  that  their  report,  when  completed, 
will  show  important  results  attained.  The  defects  in  the  law, 
combined  with  the  conflicting  opinions  of  property  owners  in 
regard  to  many  of  their  recommendations,  have  deterred  the 
carrying  out  of  a  number  of  modifications  of  grades  previously 
established,  which  it  is  believed  would  prove  of  material  advan- 
tage to  the  community. 

THE  CITY  WHARVES. 

In  regard  to  the  present  condition  of  the  City  Water  Front, 
reference  is  made  to  the  full  report  of  the  Harbor  Master,  pages 
201  to  209. 

The  leases  of  most  of  the  wharves  expired  on  the  first  of  Oc- 
tober, at  which  time  a  demand  was  made  by  the  Mayor  and 
Superintendent  of  Streets  for  their  surrender  to  the  city,  in 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  respective  leases ;  to  which 
all  the  companies  demurred  or  declined  to  give  up  possession. 

By  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  April  24th,  1863,  the  State 
assumed  control  of  the  wharves,  docks  and  water  front,  and 
created  a  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners — one  to  be 
elected  by  the  electors  of  the  State ;  one  by  the  members  of 
the  Senate  and  'Assembly  ;  and  one  by  the  electors  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco ;  in  pursuance  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing Commissioners  have  been  chosen  : 

S.  S.  Tilton,  by  the  State  Legislature ; 

D.  C.  McRuer,  by  electors  of  San  Francisco  ; 

C.  L.  Taylor,  by  electors  of  the  State. 

The  powers  granted  to  the  Commissioners  were,  to  have  and 
hold  possession  and  control  of  said  water  front,  with  the  im- 
provements, rights,  privileges,  franchises,  easements,  and  ap- 
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purtenances  connected  therewith,  or  in  any  wise  appertaining 
thereto,  for  the  following  purposes  and  uses,  viz : 

First — To  keep  in  good  repair  all  the  sea  walls,  embank- 
ments, wharves,  piers,  landings,  and  thoroughfares,  for  the  ac- 
commodation and  benefit  of  commerce. 

Second — To  dredge  such  number  of  the  docks  as  the  com- 
merce of  the  harbor  may  require,  to  a  depth  that  will  admit  of 
the  easy  ingress  and  egress  of  the  vessels  which  load  and  un- 
load at  said  wharves  and  piers. 

Third — To  construct  such  new  wharves,  piers,  landings, 
and  thoroughfares,  at  the  foot  of  the  streets,  as  the  wants  of 
commerce  may  require. 

Fourth — To  construct  all  works  necessary  for  the  protection 
of  wharves,  piers,  docks,  landings,  and  thoroughfares,  and  for 
the  safety  and  convenience  of  shipping. 

Fifth — To  provide  for  the  construction,  out  of  the  surplus 
funds  growing  out  of  the  revenues  arising  from  said  wharves, 
such  sea  wall  or  other  structure  along  the  water  front  of  said 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  shall,  upon  accurate  sur- 
veys made  for  that  purpose,  be  found  to  be  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  the  harbor  and  water  front  of  said  city  and  county. 
The  said  structure  or  sea  wall  shall  be  commenced  at  some 
point  between  Harrison  street  and  Vallejo  street,  upon  said 
water  front,  and  shall  be  completed  between  said  streets  before 
any  work  upon  said  structure  or  sea  wall  is  done  north  of  Val- 
lejo street  or  south  of  Harrison  street. 

Sixth — To  collect  such  rents,  tolls,  wharfage,  cranage,  and 
dockage,  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  fixed  under  the  authority 
of  the  Act,  and  to  disburse  and  dispose  of  the  revenues  arising 
therefrom  for  the  purpose  mentioned  therein. 

The  delay  which  has  occurred  in  the  completion  of  the  can- 
vassing of  the  returns  of  the  State  election,  Sept.  2d,  until  the 
votes  of  the  State  Volunteers  could  be  ascertained,  has  neces- 
sarily deferred  the  official  declaration  of  the  result  for  State 
Harbor  Commissioner.  Upon  this  declaration,  which  will 
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doubtless  be  made  early  in  the  month  of  November,  the  Board 
of  Harbor  Commissioners  will  be  organized  and  commence  upon 
the  duties  assigned  them. 

The  leases  of  three  of  the  wharves,  viz. :  Broadway,  Pacific, 
and  Market  streets,  under  present  control  of  the  Commissioners 
,     of  the  Funded  Debt,  do  not  terminate  until  1871. 

THE  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

Many  complaints  have  been  made  from  time  to  time,  and 
much  inconvenience  has  heretofore  been  experienced,  arising 
from  the  insufficiency  of  the  accommodations  provided  for  the 
departments  in  the  City  Hall  and  in  other  public  buildings. 

As  shown,  (page  259),  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session  au- 
thorized the  expenditure  of  some  $150,000  for  the  purchase, 
erection  and  enlargement  of  public  buildings,  to  wit :  City  Hall, 
Hall  of  Records,  County  Jail,  and  City  and  County  Hospital. 

The  action  thus  far  taken  has  been  the  entering  into  a  condi- 
tional lease  with  the  owners  of  the  Union  Hotel  property 
adjoining  the  City  Hall,  by  the  terms  of  which  the  right  is 
reserved  to  the  City  to  purchase  that  property  for  the  sum  of 
$65,000,  within  a  year  from  the  first  of  August  last ;  the  price 
agreed  upon  being  $15,000  more  than  the  appropriation  author- 
ized. Further  authority  from  the  Legislature  must  be  obtained 
before  that  purchase  can  be  effected.  Should  this  authority  be 
given,  and  the  property  purchased,  it  is  proposed  to  provide 
suitable  rooms  in  that  building  for  the  Probate  Court,  created 
by  the  Legislature,  in  pursuance  of  recent  amendments  to  the 
constitution  ;  also,  for  various  officers  now  occupying  rooms  at 
the  expense  of  the  City  outside  of  the  City  Hall. 

In  relation  to  the  erection  of  a  new  Hall  of  Records,  and  the 
repair  and  improvement  of  the  Jail,  no  action  has  been  taken. 

THE    HOSPITAL. 

The  complaints  which  heretofore  have  frequently  been  made 
in  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Juries  and  otherwise,  of  the  inade- 
quacy of  the  present  building  for  the  suitable  care  and  mainte- 
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nance  of  the  sick,  whose  charge  devolves  upon  the  City  and 
County,  still  continue.  Earnest  endeavors  have  been  made 
by  the  Hospital  Committee,  under  the  authority  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  to  purchase  land  adjacent  to  the  present  Hospi- 
tal lot  for  the  erection  of  additional  buildings,  which  thus  far, 
from  various  causes,  have  been  unsuccessful ;  it  is  probable 
that  measures  will  be  completed  at  an  early  day  for  the  erec- 
tion of  more  commodious  buildings,  or  for  the  removal  of  the 
Hospital  to  another  locality.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  annually 
increasing  number  of  patients  that  such  action  is  required.

In  the  expenses  of  1862-'63  there  is  included  the  expense  of 
burial  of  indigents,  salaries  of  officers,  and  cost  of  chemical 
analysis  ;  full  details  are  given  by  the  Auditor.  (See  page 
100.) 
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THE  PUEBLO   SUIT.  « 

After  some  twelve  years  of  litigation,  since  the  claim  of  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  to  the  possession  of  four  square  leagues 
of  land  was  filed  by  Hon.  James  A.  McDougal  before  the  Board 
of  Land  Commissioners  (viz. :  on  the  second  of  July,  1852), 
this  important  suit  seems  to  be  approaching  a  solution. 

The  argument  of  the  special  counsel  of  the  city,  Hon.  John 
W.  Dwinelle,  was  recently  submitted  in  the  U.  S.  District 
Court,  where  the  suit  is  pending,  and  a  decision  is  to  be  looked 
for  after  the  argument  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  has 
been  rendered,  should  that  be  done. 

The  argument  of  Mr.  Dwinelle  has  been  published,  with  an 
addenda,  in  a  volume  of  220  pages,  and  furnishes  very  interest- 
ing and  valuable  information  regarding  the  first  settlement  and 
early  history  of  San  Francisco,  little  if  any  of  which  had  been 
previously  presented. 

PUBLIC   SQUARES. 

In  Municipal  Reports  of  1861-'62,  a  statement  was  given  of 
the  Public  Squares  belonging  to  the  city  and  county,  with  their 
dimensions  and  locations. 

As  some  of  these  city  possessions  have  become  a  subject  of 
controversy,  the  table  is  again  presented  with  some  compila- 
tions relating  to  the  reservations  :

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Of  the  above,  Portsmouth,  Washington,  and  Union  Squares, 
and  Yerba  Buena  Park  (the  latter  reserved  as  a  cemetery)  were 
set  aside  or  dedicated  to  public  use  prior  to  1849. 

The  remaining  Squares  were  reserved  under  the  provisions 
of  Ordinance  of  the  Common  Council  No.  822  (known  as  the 
Van  Ness  Ordinance),  approved  June  20th,  1855,  in  pursuance 
of  which,  and  of  the  confirmatory  Ordinance  No.  845,  approved 
September  27th,  1855,  the  Common  Council,  on  the  12th  of 
November  following,  in  Joint  Convention,  elected  three  Com- 
missioners to  make  the  reservations,  to  wit : 

Horace  Hawes,       Charles  H.  Gough,       Michael  Hayes. 

By  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance,  the  committee  thus  appointed 
were  required  to  report  their  action  within  six  months  from  its 
passage ;  but  the  time  for  making  such  report  was  subsequent- 
ly extended,  by  Ordinance,  until  April  20th,  1856. 

Under  date  of  April  19th,  1856,  this  report  was  made,  signed 
by  Michael  Hayes  and  C.  H.  Gough,  and  certified  to  by  John 
T.  Hoff,  City  Surveyor. 

The  report  was  received  and  read  in  Board  of  Assistant  Al- 
dermen, April  21st,  and  laid  over  for  further  consideration. 

On  the  2Sth  of  April  ensuing,  a  joint  resolution,  No.  532, 
passed  the  Common  Council  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  of  three  from  each  Board,  to  meet  daily  for  one 
week  at  the  office  of  the  County  Surveyor,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  objections  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Commis- 
sioners and  Surveyor.  The  committee  appointed  consisted  of 
Aldermen  Corser,  Green  and  Bryant  ;  Assistant  Aldermen 
Bartlett,  Dow  and  Wilson. 

On  the  5th  of  May  following,  the  committee  made  a  report 
to  the  Common  Council  as  follows,  viz. : 

"  To  the  Honorable  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  San  Franrisco  : — 

"Your  Committee,  appointed  to  attend  at  the  Surveyor's 
office  and  receive  objections  to  the  report  of  the  Commissioners 
appointed  to  lay  off  the  Western  Addition  and  the  plan  drawn 
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by  the  same,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  attended  to 
this  duty,  and  up  to  the  present  have  heard  of  but  three  com- 
plaints. In  view  of  the  large  number  of  persons  interested, 
your  Committee  must  regard  this  opposition  as  entitled  to 
slight  consideration,  and  believe  the  plan  meets  with  the  general 
favor  of  the  people  of  that  part  of  the  City. 

"  They,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  the  accom- 
panying ordinance  be  adopted,  which  legalizes  said  plan  and 
makes  provision  for  its  being  carried  into  effect. 

"  Your  Committee  would  further  recommend  that  the  City 
Surveyor  be  instructed  to  report  to  the  Common  Council  the 
names  proposed  for  the  different  streets  and  squares,  and  that 
the  same  be  first  confirmed,  or  other  names  adopted  in  their 
place,  before  they  be  officially  placed  on  the  map."

Owing  to  the  change  in  the  form  of  government  which 
occurred  soon  after  the  rendering  of  this  report,  final  action 
upon  the  ordinance  was  not  taken  by  the  Common  Council ; 
but  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  succeeding,  (then  composed  of 
Justices  of  the  Peace),  on  the  16th  day  of  October,  1856,  an 
order  was  adopted  ratifying  and  confirming  the  report  of  the 
Commissioners,  and  declaring  "  the  map  reported  by  them  to 
be  the  plan  of  the  City  in  respect  to  the  location  and  establish- 
ment of  streets  and  avenues  and  the  reservation  of  squares  and 
lots  for  public  purposes." 

On  the  llth  of  March,  1858,  the  Legislature  by  enactment 
ratified  and  confirmed  ordinances  Nos.  822  and  845,  and  also 
the  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  making  the  reservations 
as  before  specified.
